E LECTIUCAL workers &nd other building 
cr«Lftsmen m&j look to see the incept 
tion of K constderoblo volume of Indus* 
CriaL, power plant, and civil engineering do* 
velopments during 1927, it ta conhdentJy ex* 
peeled by construction statlaticians. This 
forecast la baaed upon the fact that capital 
accumuiationi of corpomtiona are very 
large, and that there t« going forward an 
intent) ive devolopmont of the electrical in- 
dustry, If there is to be a falling off of 
building during the coming months it will 
occur in residential work, in particular in 
hotels and apartments, and in commercial 
buildings. The predicted recesaion Is ex- 
pected to be sli^L And some alatistkians 
are optimistic about the expected curtail* 
mont on tho grounds that it will be boiler 
for tho industry atid for business in gen- 
eral* This argument is supplied by Thomas 
S. Holden, vice president, F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration, **Tho business community expects 
to continue active and prosperity levels. 
To do this it must keep the eonatruetlon 
industry employed at aomething near ca* 
paeity. It wilt have a rather better chance 
for maintai fling prosperity for an extended 
period if It holds cons traction activity at 
something near the present rate, than If it 
permits a ipeculative boom to get started," 
This year has been a kind of jubike year 
for the building industry* Congratulations 
have been showered upon it, for its unpre- 
cedented activity, and its strategic place 
in the industrial world; its power to gal- 
vanise or stifle business has been widely 
recognixod. 

Labor l<nlona Flay Great Role 

Not so widely recognized ia the part 
played by labor unions in this field* The 
vast dimensions of the industry could not 
have been reached without the co-operation 
and efficiency of labor. And conitruetion 
is an Industry where labor unioniim and 
organized labor's ideals and wage stand* 
ards dominate. Here skill has not been 
stamped out by automatic machinery, and 
hero colkctivc bargaining has ndvaiieed to 
its highest levoL It waa inevitable, there* 
fore, that lust year would see great gains 
in the membership of the building trades. 
In 1926, the gain was put at 7 per cent, 
the greatest ever made in a single year, 
and no douht the present year will see this 
record outstripped* More than 1,026,000 
union members furnish the energy to build, 
and offuip the edifices of this country, 

.The scale of production for 1927 is esti- 
mated by construction statlstidans as about 
a half billion dollars less than in 1926, the 
highest record in history. The following 
table gives tho score:

Stability In the building Itidustry tends 
to be reached according to William J. 
Moore, of the American Bond and Mort- 
goge Company^ by virtue of the fact that 
64,000,000,000 of construction is required 
eveiy year to replace worn out buHdinga. 
5lr. Moore is more optimistic about the 
building prospects for 1927 than other con* 
structfon etatUtkians. He places the pro* 
spective output at a sum higher than that 
attained in I926, i. e, 1 7, 136,498,000,

Building costs, according to Moore, arc- 
now 94 per cent above 1913 and about 2 per 
rent higher than a year ago* Building 
wages have advanced 4 per cent in a year, 
17 per cent since the fall of 1920 and 128 
per cent since 1913* Building material 
pnees are 73 per cent above 1913. This 
means a decline of about 2 per cent in a 
year and 42 per cent since tho peak of 
April 1920. 

Moore quotes the Engineering News Re* 
cord to the effect that the national level 
of wages in the skilled building trades Is 
about 96 per cent above 1913 while the 
average rate of common labor is about 192 
per cent above 1913, He adds that this

doea not unduly favor common labor be- 
cause in 1913 the skilled rate was 247 per 
cent above common labor for the nation as 
ft whole. 

Labor Just in Demands 

Moore finds the continued demand of the 
American wage earner for a better living 
standard an Important factor. He says: 
“The continued rising of the American 
standard of living la also an important fac* 
tor in connection with a reduction in rent- 
als and building costs* The wage earner 
constantly wants a better home, and is 
witling to pay more for suitable housing 
accommodaLions. He also wants all the nec- 
essities, comforts and luxuries that he 
can huy* He U not going to be turned 
back in that respect*" 

Progress has been made in reducing sea- 
sonal unemployment, during the last year, 
but authorities iulercsted In the indostry. 
contend that there Is room for improvement 
in this, and in other directions* The Labor 
Bureau, Inc,, cites the fotlowing: 

The preparation of quantity surveys by 
each contractor and sub-contractor instead 
of by the owners' architect or engineer. 

The abnortnai risk of loss on the part 
of the contractor, due to Indiacriniinate 
letting to lowest bidder^ ambiguous plans 
and specifications, lump sum bids where 
requirements of work cannot be accurately 
foreseen* 

Preventable accidents to workmen* 

Labor turnover, largely due to Intor- 
miitent employment, 

i^ck of proper cost accounting, leading 
to extravagance* 

Improper construction equipmonL 
Misceltaneous waste due to bad manage- 
ment and lack of planning. 

it la often charged that rcstHctioni of 
production duo to union rules and custom- 
ers raise building coats. A good ease can 
usually be made out for such restrictions 
on the ground of safety, good workmanship 
or some other adequate reason* But even 
if we consider this a waste, it does not 
bulk large In comparison with other wastes 
in tho Industry. One of the highest esU* 
mates of labor waste, by an engineer, 
George W. Burpee, places it at about one* 
third of the wastes due to other rauaes 
outside of labor's province. Mr* Burpee's 
estimate for the cost of the total prevent- 
able Waite in the indu.itry in 1920 was 
1130,000,000. 

The Individual building worker is aware 
of these needs, perhaps only vaguely, yet 
he has a big stake in the etiminatlon of 
wasto* He knows that wage increases aro 
often opposed on the ground that they 
lioost costs to the consumer, i- e. to home 
owners. Should the milllona squandered In 
nvoicJablu waste be retrieved, however, then 
further wage increnHcs could be granted 
without ihcreasc to the home owner* Pro- 
greas In the battle to ehminate waste is 
watched, therefore, with interest by the 
building trades craftsman. 
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Technical Changes in the Building Trades

per cent organisation. 

Why Building Unions Arc Strong 
What accounts for the strength of build* 
Ing trades unions! How have they been 
able to secure a constant Increase in their 
memberaUipT The following arc some of 
the explanations given : (1) The building 

industry is a local industry. The product- 
buildings — ran not be transported, and 
workers are not subject to much competi- 
tion from other localiUcs. (2) Building 
owners have much at stake, and do not 
wish to make thslr projects a battleground 
for labor Issues and poHcioa* Therefore 
they bring pressure on contractors to con- 
cede to union demands, (S) Contractors, 
being able to pass nil increased costs aris- 
ing out of union condUions to the owners, 
have little incentiva to tight unionism, C*I) 
Contractors have dlKcovered that unionism 
pays, bccauBG It is a stabilising force, U 
compels all coniniclors to conrorm to the 
KHitiis working caitdltlons and wages. (£j 
Unionism in the building trades Is elective 
liocAuse the sympathetic etrlke is n com- 
pelling meant of getting recognition from 
contractors. 

Mechanised Product Icin and Unioninin 
But a more comprehensive analysis points 
to the technical developments in the build- 
ing trades, Examme a moment the Indus* 
tries where the Amerlrnn Itihor movement 
la the ntrongest. The highly mechamxed 
itoel industry, and the nutomoblle industry 
^Hargtitii^i^d uii the basts of mass produc- 
tion and semi-skilled labor — are completely 
unorganiEed, Our manufacturing industries 
have barred the union organizer for the 
last 25 years. On the other hand, the men's 
and womon'i clothing indu.<itry has strong 
labor unions. Here the employers are 
weak; competition is keen and often cut- 
throat; ft worker can become an *^emp1oyer'* 
with great ease. In the building Industry, 
the busmess methods of contractors arc 
crude. It has always been dlfhculi to keep 
them organized. The building trades 
workers have been abln to maintain a 
strong organization primarily because they 
had a monopoly of skill — their services 
wore indispensable. Hand labor predom- 
inated; skilled workers were at a premium; 
quality still played n part in building con- 
struction; craftsmanship was somewhat of 
a factor; and the all-round mechanic wa,^ 
an asset to a construcLlon company. 

Tet^hnical rhanges Pn>duce New 
Coadlliona

land values. Solid masonry walla did not 
permit high enough buildingB. With the 
perfection of the elevator steel ikeleton 
skyscrapers became feasible. The Bessemer 
procesi, invented about 1850, made possible 
the commercial production of rolled steel 
Bhapea and plates of a quality and weight 
aultablo for construction purposes. The 
use of steel effected a rapid expansion In 
the industry. There was nu limit to 
height. For a long time it appeared ns if 
structural sled would dominate the fluid 
as a building material. 

Irtiprovomonts in building construction 
followed fast. Foundations were improved 
to meet the requirements of heavy build- 
ings. Engineering plants were installed In 
fuih-auKace floors to supply the building 
with heat, light, air ond elevator aorvice. 
Then came concrete. It rivalled steel as a 
safe and economical building materiaL Com- 
bining concrete with steei shapas gave It 
greater reinforcing qualities. Its cheap- 
ness, its endurance* and its Are realiting 
qualities made it a strong competitor of 
structural steel. More important than 
these technical advantages, manufucUruis 
of concrete contended that it could he 
mixed, poured and flnished by common 
labor, and it was, therefore, not only cheap, 
hut aliO free from union restrictioni and 
regulationi. 

Bui the manufacturers forgot to count 
on the opposition of bricklayers who be- 
lieved that the now material would disptaeo 
brick. The union opposed the use of con- 
crete Ijecause it feared that ”it would rob 
the bricklayer of what rightfully belongs 
to him." In 1904 the International union 
ordered that publicity should be given to 
instances where concrete structures col- 
lapsed in order to discourage owners from 
using it and to show to workers the danger 
of working with this material. 

Hut the use of concrete continued. So 
the union ro vised its opposition policy. 
Since the material was here to stay, the 
union ihougliL It wiser to control those 
who work writh concrete than to oppose Its 
use. Thu manufacturers objected to the 
new tactics of the union because one of 
their host flailing aids was that concrete was 
free from union domination# Union control 
meant union hours, wages and working con- 
ditions — in short, higher coats. 

By 1019 the increased use of concrete 
placed it in the front rank as a huilding 
material. In some localities agreements 
with Ifthorcrs concadod to bricklayers par- 
tial control through supervision, hut on the 
whole, concrete pouring was a non-union 
man's job until the laborers in the larger 
cities vrara organized. 

The use of concrete gave great concern 
not only to bricklayers, but caused Juris- 
dictional disputes among carpenters, ptftsl^ 
erera, metal lathers, ironworkers and 
laborers. 

Other Changcfi Appear 

The constryction industry was one of tho 
last to UHO electric power, and even today 
hand work still predominates In tho»e 
operations performed outdoors. Mechanical 
improvements and power equipment have 
made posilhtn tiie giant structures at a 
unit cost w^hich Is relatively low. Today 
there is an effleient machine at a reason- 
able price for almost every operation form- 
erly done by hand.

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Job Famines Have All Remedies Been Applied?

in mind, of course, that the lime to bejfin 
to meet depresaion is in a period of lessened 
economic tension such «s Dce have lU present. 

Buildinit construction has lontr been known 
us B highly unstable industry. This is rr 
fleeted in the eseeplioftally large amount of 
unemployment amonjt building trades w^ork- 
ers. In the State of New York from tUOl 
10 jyiG, the nverage proportion of union 
building trades workers uncmpluyod was 20.5 
per cent compared with IU.S7 pt»r cent in all 
<M'cu pat ions. In ^lassuchuseits for the period 
IPOB to IU2I the percentaga BVerag<Ml 
against 10.K in all industries. 

The exceptional Instability of the building 
triides has two principal causes. One is 
the highly aeusoiml character of the industry 
which arises from the fact that building con^ 
strucUon is largely out-of-door work* The 
cither is the extreme sensilivencfis of build ^ 
ing to period* of depression in business at 
largo. InduBlry, a* every one knows, doe* 
nut proc:oed smoothly year after year with 
every one steadily employed and factories 
turning out goods to the limit of their ca- 
pacities, U moves in a aerie* of waves and 
troughs, A wBve of prosfieriiy 1* loirceeded 
by a trough of depression and the trough 
of depression by another wave of prosperity. 
Thi‘ duration of these waves ami troughs 
viiriv* but ill the Unitoil State* for the Inst 
MWeral docadea the period from one depres- 
sion to another Im* been from two to four 
ycuirs. This mean* that bard time* with mil- 
lion* O'f men walking the street* In search 
of w'ork^n other word*, job famitses— are 
til be expected every two to four year*. 
Whenever one of these period* of indusirbil 
stagnation grips the country, the cunstruc 
tion trades art* puculiarly hard bit. House: 
and factories are neccssitieK and we must 
have them, but nric house* and nric factorie?* 
are not necessities and there is not much de 
mand for them when orders for fttctory good;* 
nrc not suftlciont to keep even the existing 
factories busy and when thousands of wage 
earners are unempluycd or worklfig only 
part time, or living in imminent fear that 
at any moment they will he laid elT or 
placed upon curtailed time, I'onscuuently* 
new' construction is one of the thing* .that 
fieopJe are quickest to go without when bust 
ness is stuck, 

I luring the last several years substanUid 
progress has been made in reducing the in 
stability which results from the seasonal 
character of the building industry. Bui be* 
fore the industry cun he regarded as sUi- 
liilined something must be done to eliminate 
the inatahiiity caused by the periotls of pro*- 
perlty and depreMsion known m the bmsineHrt 
cycle, Whnt in the purtsiblUty of llila?

From thi* It follows that 
HtahiltznUuri of the building trades must be 
achieved largely through reducing the sever- 
ity of the wave-like movement* of busine** 
urtivity -in other word*, by contrulling the 
buiines* cycle. This is an extremely lni|>or- 
tant puiiit because it menns that the w’orker* 
in the building trades nrtd their leiiders have 
H peiHiliiir IfitereiU in the researches of ecorio- 
ml*ts who are studying the possibilities of 
coiitrolUfig the business cyric, in the buying 
mill selling practice* of businc^ss enterprises 
which nffi-cl the severity of ihe businc** 
cycle, and in the effort* of the Federal Ue- 
serve system to exercise some control over 
the up* and downs of busiiie»s. In other 
word*, the maUer* of intimate concern to 
the building trades workers about w’hich they 
and their leaders netMl to keep urelt informed 
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are far more numerous than ha* been usually 
supposed. No less than the busines* men are 
the worker* In the construction industry in- 
icrested in hoiv the Federal iCtwrvc system 
i* run and it* operations should be a topic 
for diocusaion among labor leader* no les* 
than among husineia men. 

It is imposidble in a brief paper to give 
an ndoqurite discussion of the poRHibility of 
controlling the business cycle, ^udlee to say 
I hat the investigations of economist* offer 
hope that a substantial degree of control 
rati be accomplished. By way of illustrating, 
however, the sort of problem which is in- 
volved and some of the things which concern 
the worker* more intimately than has been 
supposed, ltd us notice briefly one way by 
which it is proposed to diminish the ups 
and downs of business. This way is the dis- 
courage me tit of the specutativr accumulation 
of goods during jieriods of prosperity, .^ome 
progress ha* been made recently in this 
direction. 

Just whfil i* meant by tlie qicculative 
accumulation of gootls and how W'oulij lessen- 
ing it affect the *e verity of industrial de- 
preosions? 

I>uring prosperous or "‘boom** limes, as 
every one know*, prices tend to rise. This 
givis business men a chance to make money 
by purchasing more good* than they need 
immediately and holding the reniiiinder to 
sell later when prices have gone still higher. 
The result i* that during boom |icHt>ds the 
shelves of retailer* and the w‘a rehouses of 
W'hoteaafer* and mnnuracturer* bivome tilled 
with goodfl which are being held in the ex- 
pectation that they can be Hobl later at a 
higher price. Now the greater thi* spitcula- 
tive oecumuJation of goods, the more luyvere 
the sub^equrnt depression I* likely to be. 
The reason I* limple; when depre**ion comes 
and prices atari to fall, buaincMii men natur- 
ally dispose of their stocks of comminlitie^ 
before ordering niore^ The rclniler wails 
until he has nearly emptied hi* shelves be- 
fore purchasing from the Jobber and the 
jobber wait* until he has nenrly emptied 
his warehouse before he buy* of the manu- 
facturer. In the meantime the manufac- 
turer, imafale to get many order* for hi* 
wares, has to lay off a largo part of his 
force and per hup* to work the others part 
time. And the longer it take* retriilers 
and wholesuitcr* to sell the commoditie* which 
they accumulated during prosperity, the 
longer the manufacturer* must operate their 
plants at part time and the more drawn 
out and severe the depression 1*. 

Now how can the specuhiUve aeeumuJation 
of goods which causes so much trouble be 
preventod or at least substantially discour 
aged? There are tw'o principal methods: One, 
ihe collection and dissemi nation of market 
Information about the size of stocks of goods 
and of unfllliHl orders; the other, control 
over the granting of credit- One reason why 
the speculative uccumuJatioti of good* gcie> 
ro fur i* hecauHc husiness men do not realize 
how far it ha* gone. If accurate informa- 
tion concerning the quantities of goods in 
the hands of retailers and jobbers were 
available, it i* probable that the shrewder 
and more cautious business men would be 
unwilling to iii'ciimulale a* large stocks^ as 
they now do. The attempt to rlincoursige 
the apeculiillvo purchase of com modi ties by 
control of credit rest* upon the amiumptioo 
that these good* are largely hnught with 
money born»wed from the banks. By exer-

The second pi*rt of the resolution main- 
tains that the flve^dny w^eek would suhstiin- 
tially Increase eonstructlon costa. Thlft Is 
the ineviiabU* atfrumeiit which inftoxible em^ 
ployers always raise against every change. 
It ignores the fact that labor costa am only 
one item in construction costs. The construc- 
tion industry has found it posaible Kenerully 
to reduce the 41J-hour week to the 44-hour 
w'oek. The overhead for the Saturdny half* 
day is proportionately high in compaHtion 
wdth the work that can be done. Where it 
la at all possible matiagemenl can benefit by 
the five-day w'eck. The work performed by 
different crafts makes the five-dny week 
much more Immediately practical for some 
than others, By better plannlngr supplying 
of materials itnd tools and machinery and 
by securing the co-operation of the workers, 
management may make It possible for crafts* 
men to make their efforts more tolling. 

Wail Is Useless 

The resolution ends with a lament that 


**idle time'’ will induce eatruvagance and 
result In demnnds for new wage increases. 
Why should leisure for wage earners be 
siigmntijjcd “Idle time” any more than the 
week-ends of those paid In snlaHes and 
profits? Why should higher stiindarda of 
liv'ing he regarded a& extravagance by the 
building trndea employers? Withoul higher 
standards of living and accompanying higher 
wages, how would our increased productivity 
be absorbed? Our mduatrlal organisation 
rfests upon the principle that high wages are 
compatible with low proiiuction coaU» Labor 
thinks the construction industry chould 
frankly fnee the problem of doing Its part 
toward siieial progress. Labor is confident 
that the finnndnl difflculiica Involved could 
readily be met if the construction Industry 
finds more economical ways of tlnancmg. 

l^nbor is not making the immetlmte intro- 
duclion of the five-day week an issue in any 
industry. It asks each industry and each 
employer to consider this new itandard, to 
determine what ore the obstacies to the five- 
day week under present conditions, ond to 
aci-epi the co-operaiion of trade unions in 
removing such obstacles. How- can the re- 
jection of thin proposal be either ii pntriotie 
or economic duty?

more composite, a temperament more com- 
plex. Unlike llarran Derrick, he seemed 
more of A character than a type. The sun 
had browned hie face till It w^as almost 
swarthy. His eyes were a dark brown, and 
his forehead was the forehead of the intel- 
lectual, wide and high, with a certain un- 
mistakable lift about It that argued educa- 
tion, not only of himself, but of hia people 
before him. The impreEsion conveyed by 
his mouth and chin was that of a delicate 
and highly sensitive nature, the lips thin 
It ml luiuu'ly shut together, the chin smalt and 
rather receding. One guessed that Presicy's 
refinertieiit had been gained only hy a certain 
loss of glreitgth. One expected to find him 
nervous, introspective, to diacover that hla 
mental life wan not ut all the rceult of im 
pressions and sensations that came to him 
from without, hut rniher of thoughts and 
refiectiona germinating from within. Though 
morbidly sensitive lo changes In his physical 
s^urroundings, he wfiuld he slow to net upon 
such sen Nation n, would not prove impulsive, 
not because he wiis iluggish, but because he 
was merely irresolute. It could be foreseen 
that morally he was of that sort who avoid 
evil through good taste, lack of decision, and 
want of opportunity. His terapemment was 
that of the pool; when he told himself he 
had been thinking, he deceived himself. He 
had, on such occasions, been only brooding. 

Some eighteen months before this time he 
had been threatened with consumption, and, 
taking adv-antage of a standing invitation 
on the part of Magnus Derrick, had come 
to stay in the dry, oven ciimato of the San 
Joaquin for nn indefinite length of time. 
He was thirty yenrs old, and had graduated 
and post -gradua tod with high honours from 
an eastern college, where he had devoted 
himself to a pasilonato study of literature, 
and, more especially, of poetry. 

It was his insatiable ambition to write 


verse. But up to this Ume his work had 
been fugitive, ephemeral, a note hero and 
there, heard, appreciated, and forgotten. He 
was in search of a subject; somcihing mag- 
nificent, he did not know exactly what; some 
vast, tremendous theme, heroic, torrlblo, to 
be unrolled in all the thundering progression 
of hexameters. 

But whatever he w’Tote, and In whatever 
fafthion, Bresley was determined that his 
poem should bo of the West, that world's 
frontier of romance, where a new race, a 
new people — ^hardy, brave* and passionate — 
were building an empire; where the tumultu- 
ous life ran like fire from dawn to dark, 
and from dark to dawn again, primitive, 
brutal, honest, and without fear. Something 
(to hia idea not much) had been done to 
catch at that Uf© in passing, but its poet 
had not yet ariacn. The few sporadic at- 
icmptfv, thus he told himself, had only 
touched the keynote. Ho strove for the 
diupuiton, Llie great aong that should embrace 
in itself n whole epoch, ft complete era, the 
voice of an entire people, wherein all people 
should be included:— they and their legends, 
their folk lore, their fightings, their loves and 
iheir lusts, their blunt, grim humor, their 
Stoicism under stress, their adventures, their 
treasurcf- found in a day and gambled in a 
night, their direct, crude speech, their gener- 
osity and cruelty, their heroism and bestial- 
ity, their religion and profanity, their self- 
sacrifice and obscenity — a true and fearless

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Do Company Unions Menace the Building Trades?

A s INDUSTBY become* cenirolixed nml 
ttn&ll Eh ops unite into g-ri»itt cotpom^ 
iions^ employers try viiHoiia methodR 
of solvings the problem of whiit they caU 
the "personal rolalionsbip in industry.” The 
workers relation to the owner of the corp- 
oratron bocomot) more and more remote 
jind poratvnnel ninnaifera ami labor ei^pertH 
are cnUfci in to provide some substitute for 
the intimate rontacts that existed year« 
aijo before the growth of great eoinpanies 
employing hundreds and thousands of 
workers. 

Among the various devices introduced by 
the tabor manttgers are> what vre call "com^ 
pany unions.*’ The company men call them 
works councils, employee representation 
plant, industrial democracy and representa- 
tive assemblies, A number of kinds of 
rompimy unions hnve been histalled in 
American Industry during the past ten years 
or more. The typical kind is a commiUee, 
elected by the workers to confer at certain 
inler^’als with iiianngemenl and to discuss 
Khop problems and take up certain 
grievances. 

The committees, of course, appear quite 
harmless on the surface. The motive and 
purpose of the companies that Install them 
are usually painted quite holy by the pub- 
licity Ngents of the company. Hut in real* 
ity the company unions are nothing but a 
subterfuge and n trick to keep the workers 
away from the bona hde labor unions and 
from supporting and solidifying contact 
with labor movement. This real motive of 
the company union advocates has been 
proved in one industry after another. 

WIlliLO the last few months we have 
several conspicuous examples of rompatiy 
unioninm brought to light through certain 
dramatic events in the American labor 
movement. One li the vigorous organiiiiig 
campaign of the Brotherhood of Sleeping 
f'ar rorters in attempting to line up the 
workers who make up the berths on the 
l*uUman cars. For several yearfi the Pull* 
man Company, one of the most vicious anti- 
labor corporations in this country, had 
operated a company union among its port- 
ers. The porters for a time submitted to 
it. But soon they wakened to the situa- 
tion. declared the company *-rc- presentation 
plan” to be a snare and a dctluaion, and 
began organizing in a bona fide labor union 
outsldi’ the control of company ofRciala, 
Tho more intelligent 
and craft-comwlous 
porters have followed 
them into the real 
union and the company 
union ia now tui empty 
shell munned by com- 
pany stool pigeon* and 
bribed porters chiefly 
from the small and 
backward towns. The 
magnlflcent organ Ixing 
campaign of the Pull- 
man porters Has reully 
been a victorious and 
valiant 1 1 r u g g I m 
a ga 1 u si the ch ok i n g, 
pHralyxing tentacles of 
the company union.

of the motor men and a few other workers on 
the lines of the Interborough Rapid Transit 
(Company of New York last July. These work- 
ers had been living in the auflTocating almoi- 
pherc of the company "Brotherhood'* fur 
some ten years. The more courageoua men, 
few but skilled* fmalty decided to break away 
from this duitimy union that kept down wages 
and prevented any real move for improve- 
menl in working conditions. They struck 
and wHgvd a doggvd nt niggle for several 
weeks* but they lost. They lost chiefly be- 
cause the company union atmosphere had 
rendered them almost incapable of aggres- 
sive, independent action such aa a labor 
union must take to be free. The beat men 
were blacklisted and driven off the lines. 
The others were hounded buck to work and 
are now followed by spies and spotters to 
keep them from even talking with their 
former assoHate* in the strike. The spirit 
of revolt still smolders and is certain to 
break out again in mare or less blind revoti 
against the gilded slavery of the company 
union regime. 

Another heroic fight against company 
unionism, and a fight that bids fair to be 
successful* is the Passaic strike. Started 
as a nearly tpontaneous outbreak against 
wage cuts it has become a struggle primar- 
ily for union. The comptuiies offer the 
worker* a company union. Indeed one of 
the companies for several years prior to 
the strike had used a company union to 
mi » lead and betray its workers anf enforce 
wage cut* and speed-up systems. But the 
Bas«aic workers had learned from the com- 
pany union at the Forstmonn and Huffmann 
Co,, that these devices are always boss- 
controlled, They will have nothing to do 
with them, Kvery time the textile owners 


propose the company union the workers 
wave their new membership cards in the 
United Textile Workers of A inerIca and 
signify their intention to remain on strike 
till their fight is won. The mill owner* in 
refusing to deal with the atrikersi na organ* 
ized in the AmericftK Federafton of Labor 
reflect their desire to continue to treat their 
w^prkerii as *o many tlavea, 

Eteri rlcnl Workers Coni'crned 

The t'k'ctrica] worker may say that the^e 
company unions have been tried in other 
industries but that they are not so menac- 
ing In his. To think this way ii to live In 
a fool’s Paradise. Every Intclllgerit worker 
!«houtd know that foremost among the com- 
pany union practitioners an? the groat elec- 
trical manufacturing concerns* such as the 
General Electric Company* tho Westing- 
house* the Bell Telephone Co,* and many 
Electric Light Companies have installed 
highly elaborated ays tv ms of ^*emptoyee 
representation" just as deceptive and labor 
union -undermining In iHeIr tendency as the 
company unions at Posaaic or on the L R, T. 
Impartial investigation of the company 
unions in the electrical industry show*i 
them to be nothing but agencies for the 
liquidation of real trades utiiuiMsm. They 
are bodies without nhy economic power, 
Hki* freshly built automobiles without any 
etiginea In them. They serve the bosses 
admirably. They fool the workers perfectly. 

Even among the eleetrienl workers In the 
building I Hides industry there is always the 
danger of some innocent-appearing mutual 
benefit association or athletic club develop- 
ing into a company union with the hope 
of snbstitntrng itself for the real trade 
union. It was only last year that the 
building trades employers of a western 
City set up a kind of alLinclusive company 
union with an employment office attnehed 
for the purpose of estHblishilig the complete 
open shop in that city. Forlunutely they 
w*ere not successful hut in many eitiei the 
employers are but waiting their chance to 
install company unions under the guise of 
j\merican Plan Associations. The scabs 
who work for these unions are termed 
"American plan ivorkmen" because they are 
witling to take Iflfl pur cent diet a lion from 
the employers and have no alliance with 
the labor movenient. The company union* 
hi some form or other, 
la iiVwaya the forerun- 
ner of the open shop 
drive, EUtTricul work- 
ers* espectully. should 
hki uu the uteri to op- 
pose it at every turn. 
The only teat of an 
organisation is what it 
doea for those w^hom it 
organ izc*. Ely this 
standard* the company 
union fails campictely* 
for it is admitted E>y 
every Inipartial student 
of the subject that a 
company union has 
never been installed— 
and there arc some 
I.ObO of them now in 
t h 1 s c o u n t r y — t h a t 
(^uld equal the econo- 
mic power of a real 
lalior union. In other

T*S a jump from Wackier Drive to 

the Cathedral of Notre Dame in rari» — 
hut men who make a profession of huild- 
irur have to jpve a certain amount of their 
study and time to arohitcoiurc. 

And 1 reroemlier* when reading about the 
architecture of that famous French rathe 
dral» that the gargoyles which aurroumi the 
cornices and flying buttresses in such great 
number, have different faces and different 
I'haraeters. 

In the old days» the crufts men, the mem* 
bers of the building guilds, each took a 
pleasure in putting a lUlk* individual touch 
in some part of the stone work of the odi* 
hce. It was like a workman's signature on 
Ihe job he helped to perform. 

Of course, the w^ay we build now, it la 
not possible to have tbe masons and the 
craftsmen car\’e an IndlvhluuMty into each 
cornice or omaiuenL These things are 
planned and e?tecutinl vn masse — but the 
actual fscecution stUl Ilea in the hands of 
the craftsmen, the mem hers of our modern 
guilds, the trade union men, w^ho just as 
surely put their signature on the job as 
the white collar engineer puts his signature 
on the plans ami ipeciflcatlons. 

The general and bis captains get the 
credit for winning a war, and it is but right 
thiit the main part of the credit for a big 
job like Waeker Drive sboulld go to the gen* 
erallssimo and his staff, such as Mr. John 
J. Sloan, president of the Board of l^n-al 
Improvements, and his cnpable and efficient 
rtftff of engineers* under the direction of 
Mr. T. A. Evans, engineer of design, the 
man who drew the pinna. 

And no one who eonilders Wackcr Drive 


Just now the world is resound- 
ing With praises of Chicago's 24 
million dollar Waeker Drive — ^a 
two-storied boulevard — cutting 
the heart of the city. What was 
once a narrow, dirty, congested 
marketing street, is the hnest 
thoroughfare — architecturally — 
in the world* The man who built 
this street is Frank J, Herlihy- 
Now comes this builder and gives 
credit for his success to the work- 
ers associated with him.

well that it is a monument for our present 
Chkagoans— something that will live and 
endure, and take a place In the history of 
Chicago as a alepplng-itone on the city's 
way to not only the biggest but the most 
beautiful city in the world. 

At the banquet which took place on the 
evening of the opening of Waeker Drive, 
Mayor Dover recognized this fact, when he

And the mayor, in his talk, referred to 
the fact that Waeker Drive was built by 
union labor, and that there was not a Btrike 
or £L single Glement of discontent or dis- 
agreement between the workers on the job 
and the white collar men who were plan- 
ning and supervising it. 

I'o-cifiorat ion 

Kow, that speaks volumes for the way in 
which eo-operation between the executives 
and the engineers and the workmen can 
result in a good job, well done, by capable 
men, well paid for their work, well satisfied 
with their work, and delivering a piece of 
work which is satisfactory. 

It is due to the workmen, more than to 
any other element that this co-operation 
was effected, and It la to the workmen that

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Professor Sliditer counsels unionists to take a keener interest 
in the larger problems of industry, and the advice seems the 
counsel of wisdom- Organiised as the building trades arc, 
with intelligence, traditions, courage, and passion for the 
group, which the trades have, nothing can assail them but 
themselves. Should the building trades become cocky, or care- 
less, or sluggish, should they be indifferent to technical ad- 
vances and to education, they can fall before the enemy with- 
out. But if they follow their present practice of keeping 
abreast of the industry', if they bring devotion and knowledge 
and efficiency^ to their common problems, nothing can break 
them — for nothing can take their plac^. 
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Building Trades The building trades arc the rich prize 
Trends of industry. 'Fhcy^ are being solemnly 

eyed by open-shoppers and other friends 
of the American Plan. In the construction field, there are 
concentrated the best disciplined, highest-paid, perhaps the 
most skillful, most loyal, unionists in America, Shnuld it be 
possible for these to be destroyed and scattered, then nne of 
the principal obslacles to Fordizing Americans would be 
removed. 

Not long ago **The American Contractor/^ organ of build- 
ing employers, replying to a resolution passed by the Asso- 
ciated Kmployers of Indianapolis, calling for the open shop, 
declared in this wise: *^Unfoitumite!y it requires more than 
a resolution nir the minutes to switch from the closed shop to 
the open shup. It requires a fight that entails the expenditure 
of milliom of dollars. It means the breaking up and rebuild- 
ing of contractors' organizations that have taken years to build 
and perfect. Most of the loss would have to he Ixirne by the 
contractors unless the business interests of the city financed 
the struggle,** 

Here, then, are two good reasons why the building trades 
continue to be the thorn in the flesh of the American Plan 
advocates: their flghttng strength, and union employers. It 
must not he supposed that enlightened employers — ^mcn like 
Frank Hcrlihy of Chicago (who contributes to this number) 
and L. K. Comstock — have not made a lasting contribution to 
orderly industrial relations, by co-operating with unions, 
by working for conference and the substitution of law for 
whinu Their ^c^v^ce has been great. Besides the foregoing 
stumbling blocks there arc other obstacles to the designs of 
open-shoppers against the building trades. There is the sta- 
bilization of business, and the opportunity for still greater 
stabilization as described by Professor Slichter in this number. 
Wlicn unions have work, and are not exhausted by panics and 
depressions, they arc hard to destroy* And finally, there is 
the skill involved in construction, which stands, perhaps, as 
tlie paramount obstacle to destroying the union. Ford can 
make a worker in his factory in three days, but it takes four 
years and more to make a building craftsman. 

Yet sliould the automatic machine begin to invade the 
building field, ns seems Inevitable, according to William Haber, 
writing in this number, the open-shopper will have a new 
condition in his favor, unless the unianki takes full advantage 
of his present strategic position, and unionizes the machine. 


Oil 'Fherc is only one issue in Mcxicil Just one. Oil, 

Politics All efforts to fasten the cause of the present con- 
troversies between us and the neiglibor to the south, 
on religion, bolshevism, or racial antipathies are evidence 
of cloudy obsen^ation, l^cfoggcd thinking or dishonest 
purpose. Oil — ^as in tlic machines it o|>frares so in inter- 
national relations — fumislies the fuel on which explosions 
are made, and sets in moiion caravans of causes which may 
end only in smashups, wrecks and destruction, 

Mexico produces about one-quarter of the oil of the world. 
In 1908 she was producing 3,9,12,000 barrels, in 1923, 149,- 
529,088 ban els. An output of petroleum such as this makes 
Mexico a commercial power of the very first rank, 

Americans liave about one billiim dollars invested in Mexico, 
Not only in oil concessions ol course, but in silver mines, and 
other basic industnes. But oil remains tlie dominant trade 
commodity. A total of 892 new oil concessions ucrc granted 
alone in the year 1925, indicating the vitality of the oil indus- 
rr>. The issue between American oil interests and the Mex- 
ican government is entirelv a legal issue. It is a legal issue 
which must be settled on points of law, its interpreted by 
judges. In 1917 Mexico ailopted a new constitution, and new 
statutes have since been ailnptrd interpreting this basic docu- 
ment, **The new laws say that pro|K^rty rights acquired prior 
to the constitution are not affected as far as the person ac- 
quiring them IS concerned, l^hc owner shall have the fight 
to hold until his death his title acquired in good faith* His 
heir, however, must comply with the provisions staled by the 
lav%', tticanirig tliat tliey must take out a permit and agree to 
consider themselves Mexkaii nationals as far as legalities con- 
nected with their properties are concerned, and look for redress 
only to the Mexican courts, or not acquiescing, they must dis- 
pose of their inherited properties within 10 years/* 

The oil companies say this law k confiscatory, and Mexico 
says it k not? and the oil cnmp.'inies have had power enough 
to secure the backing of the United States government, and 
instead of going into Mexican courts, to test their interpreta* 
tion (jf the Mexic.in government, they are talking armed in- 
tervention through the throat of the Secretar>- of State of the 
United Stales, Indeed, if the United States giies to war with 
Mexio), it will be over the shadowiest wraith that ever caused 
the spilling of good human blood. 

To be sure, this legal issue implies the proof of title* Amer- 
icans who have stolen \lexican nil lands arc out of luck. But 
why, in the name of truth and honor, should American citizens 
give up their lives In SKiiictlfy commercial rohlrery?

The 01 her from the Journal of Commerce — a report from 
an address by Professor W. Z. Ripley, of Harvard ; 

'Tnitessor Ripley contended tliat the relationslup between 
property and its management is not a lone becuming more and 
more indirect and impcrsoriab but that there is marked divorce 
underway between power and responsibility for its exercise 
as respects the mrrnageinerit cjf ?Uc property. . . . And 

inasmuch as the over wild nit ng proiiortion of the busniess of 
the country is now administered by corporations rather than 
individuals, it is high time that the people at large take note 
of what is going on/* 

The (irst item expresses the devout wish of Wall Street 
financiers — to get rid of the labor union. 'Hie second item 
describ<*s an unmistakable trend in industry — the concentra- 
tion of power in fewer and fewer hands with wo chert what- 
soever upon them. 

Again let us point out that the labor union is at present the 
sole check upon indu-Strial aiitocracyp Destroy it, as the Wall 
Street Journal desires^ and usher in an era of industrial 
anarchy, w hen the w him of .'nitocrats, not law, prevails.

Each Worker's Htjw^ much titles encli worker produce? 
Output Does anyone knmv? We find some fig- 

ures compiled by Professor Carver of 
Harvanl in the January Current History that list the gross 
output per %vorker per year m 26 industries in the United 
States at $8,735— surely a high average. Ir would be inter- 
esting to know, by tlic way, how much of this imlividiml out- 
put in tliesc industries gets back to the workers pay envelope* 
Guy 'Vlorrison Walker, a stockbroker, writing m a recent 
Wall Street Journal, asserts that the protluced income of tlie 
American people in 1925 svas 130 hill ions of dollars. There 
arc about 44,000,000 producers* This would mean that the 
average oulpiit per worker in 1925 was about $3,000, reallv 
a gigantic sum. But' — as shown in another section of this 
column — tln*sc 44 millinn workers support roughly 66,000,- 
000 persons — four workers to six non-workers — so tluaf the 
average per capita income, though much higher than in any 
other country, is al«jiit $1 J80 — $5,500 for a familv of five. 
There is good reason to (idteve that the biggest problem of 
Amcric,in— for that matter, all modem — life is the mis-dis- 


tribution and redistribution of national income* Hmv this is to 
be done is the cause of aU our quarrels, and the hurden of 
most of our p^ditics. Until a sounder way is worked out, high 
wages offers the easiest and most practical solution. 

New Telephone Policies of deceit of stockholders by huge 
Rates corporations have been disclosed by Pro- 

fessor Ripley, and others during the last 
SIX months. These exposures Itavc fallen upon the nund of 
tlie public — now alas! weary of the sordid story of crooked 
corporal ion finance — ^with heavy force. The public is used to 
being ihe “goat” when it itself is concerned* It is no wonder, 
then, it scarcely noticed the latest gouge of the consumer in- 
flicted by the American telephone monopoly. 

Under the pretence of heiiefiting telephone users, tlie Bell 
Telephone Company has put into effect, in certain sections of 
the country, new long distance minimum rates, by abolishing 
outright the existing midnight discount. How tfiis affects 
releplione users is shown by the following table:

School for Brookwood Labor College announces plans for 
Builders tlie holding of a Building Trades Conference 
at Katonah, N. Y,, this summer. This short 
course^ — runs the nnnouncement— would resemble the insti- 
tutes held last summer for railroad nnd electrical workers, but 
treating the current probleins of the construction industry* 
Men of prominence among architects, employers, economists 
and labor administrators would be invited in to throw light 
on the industry's trends. Last yc*ir electrical workers present 
at tlieir conference on giant power made a plea for a meet 
given over solely to the building trades. 

'riiis announcement c*imc with another to the effect that 
Brookwood had launched a campaign for $2,000,000 of en- 
dowment. The two announcements are not incompatible* 
Brookwood knows that the best advertisement is service to the 
labor movement. 

While Professor Ripley and other critics fume aljout the 
issii*mcc of no-par stocks, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion quietly authorizes the Denver and Salt Lake Railway 
CoTiipauy to issue 32,000 shares of no-par value. This is a 
precedent as far as granting authority to railroads goes, but 
it is not the first time a public body has abjectly favored cor- 
p^)raru^ns by flying in the face of sound criticisni*

You'll see a lot of talk about infilallment 
buying in the newspapers and magazines, 
some for, some against. Usually the people 
who are for it are those wrbo have something 
to sell you on paymenln-^^ car, vacaum 
clcnner, electric ieeboa, etc. Here is one of 
the effects of rnstallmenl haying on working 
people, as told by Guy M, Walker in the 
VVtiil StTfet JoumaU who speaks of a mining 
town in the south where “there were regu- 
larly strikes and all kinds of trouble until 
someono started a building and loan associa- 
tion and miners were induced to buy nnd 
build homes on the instalVment plan. Then 
come a good furniture store which furnished 
the houses on the installment plan. 

"From being a thriftless, Btrike-riddon 
town, It hoB become n growing and happy 
city of contented home-owners with good 
furniture, automobiles, pianos and everything 
elne that could be bought and paid for on 
thfl Installment plan. There has been no 
strike at the mines for years, for the miners 
have learned how" easy it is to enjoy the 
comforts of home, which they had never 
known before, by working sleadlty to pay 
for the things that they have bought and 
enjoy the use of, under the Installment plan 
of buying." 

Now all this is very nice, and a town of 
contented home-owners Is fine, but a town 
of men of raid lo sink# for hotter conditions 
because the installment man would come and 
take away the piano or tho fiiwer is not 
such a pretty picloTe and may quite pos- 
sibly be a true one. 

VVo'ro strong for tho comforts of homo 
for working people but wo want to &m them 
go out and get the money to pay for them 
— firfit. 

Buying a home on payments is about the 
only coTnm«ndabl« form of installment buy- 
ing for the buyer Is really saving at the 
same time, saving the money that would 
go lo pay rent. But as usual the fellow w-bo 
buys on time pays eztra — ask the man who 
has taken out a sccoiid inurtgagc about the 
unmerciful gouging he had to stand for. 

Here's a real experience with installment 
buying that W’e had. We were thinking of 
buying a sewing machine. The price for 
csirh was $28 and If bought on payments it 
would cost $2 extra. That didn't seem much 
till wo started to figure it out.

"Well, the indejiendont American work- 
man wouldn’t stand for that long, I can 
toll you, and in 1701 thero was a strike of 
the iournoymen carpenters In Phlliidelphla 
ami what they asked for was n day that 
lusted only from six In the morning till six 
at night* with extra pay for overtime, flo 
you enn judge what tough eggs tho con- 
tractors were in those days The carpen- 
ters organized themselves into a sort of 
union and had laati and benevolent associa- 
tions and did what they could for their 
members just ns unions do today* 

"In 1B25 there was another alrike, this 
time of the Boston Carpenters, nnd it was 
for the 10-hour day. I heard a lot about 
this strike, because my great grandfather 
was in it nnd I have often been struck with 
the similarity between the arguments tho 
contractors used in those days against a 
shorter w*ork~day to those they apring on 
you now when you chance to mention a 
40- hour week* » 

Amerlcnti Flan SiufT Old, Too 

■”We learn wiih surprise and regret,* the 
Master Carpenters rcsnlutioned* ‘that a 
largo number of lb oho who are employed 
ns Journcymon Sii this city, have eiiLerod 
into a combhmLion for the purpoae of 
altering Iho time of eommcncing nml ter- 
minating their tlaily labor, from that which 
has been customary from time Imincmur- 
ial/ A combination like that they sure 
bcHeved would lio 'fraught with numerous 
and pornidoua evils/ and they dangled the 
old bait before tho jrmrneymen that they 
might i>xpt*cl boon to 1 >i.'l'uiol* uiiiotein uiid 


W'ero loading up inconveniences galore for 
themselves when they attained that happy 
aituatlon. They feared greatly for tho 
journeymen's morals aa well and wanted 
to protect them from the many temptations 
and improvident practises from which they 
wore ‘happily secure’ when busy working 
from sunrise to sunset. finally, thoy 
blamed it on the foreign* bolshevistic ele- 
ment, saying as how they could not be- 
lieve ‘this project to have originated with 
any of the faithful and Imiustrlous sons of 
New England but are compelled to con-* 
aider it an evil of foreign growth, and one 
which we hope and trust will not take root 
in the favored soil of Maiasachusotts,' and 
especially Boston* 

"Thu master builders then talked things 
over with their clients for whom they 
were doing the building and convinced them 
that a KMrour day would add enormously 
to the cost of putting up a job, and thli 
combination wrecked the strike. 

"And it was just about this time that the 
Pennsylvania supreme court deolarcd it 
unlawful for workmen to conspire to mi so 
wages— conspiring meaning talking it over 
together and going on strike/’ 

"Thai must have made a pretty bad 
situation," aympathiaed the young 
apprentice, 

*'Yea, ao my great-grandfather seemed 
to think* But it waked up the working 
men. They realized they had ought to get 
together and go into action* In Philadel- 
phia* for instance* they formed the first city 
central union* which was calted the Me- 
chanics' Union of Trade Associations* And 
then thoy got the idea of going into politlce 
and they formed the first labor party in tho

It matters not to what philosojmic or re- 
ligious cult one belongs, nor to what economic 
faith or political doctrine one daima al- 
legiance, all those who give the matter any 
thought confess that the use of fire was the 
first, if not tho most potent, ogent for rais- 
ing man from savagery and barbarism to 
civilisuitlon. The classic myth of Prometheus 
is merely the ancients', poetical version of 
this groat truth. By fire man not only cooks 
his food and heats his ilwdllng, but by it 
he moulds and transforms his physical en- 
vironment, which Is an essential condition 
of progress. This idea is expounded by Dr. 
A. N. Whitehead in his recent book 
Science and the Modem World when he sa>M 
^'Those organisms are successful whil. 
modify thoir environment so as to assist each 
other. For example* the North American 
Indiana accepted their environment, with 
the result that a scanty population barely 
succeeded in maintaining themselves over 
the whole continent. The European races 
when they arrived in the same continent 
pursued an opposite policy. They at once 
cooperated in modifying their environment. 
The resutt is that a population more than 
twenty times that of the Indian population 
now occupies the same territory.'^ This 
maintonanco of a larger populatidn in the 
aame terrUory Is not even half of the story. 
It IS not merely sustenance that European 
races have achieved, but they have also 
achieved a life never dreamed of in the 
Indian's philoaophy. 

Man's MoMllly Mode by Fire

aolely the Booking and dlacovory of new 
geographical regiona hitherto unvisUod by 
by man, but the aeuking and the discovery 
of new ideas* now facta and new truths. 
The delving into realms hitherto undreamed 
of except in the fancy of tomci poet or seer. 
The realms of intellect and of I ho spirit to 
which science leads have ever and will in the 
future be the regions of adventure and 
exploration. 

Throughout the history of man's uncon- 
querable search for a meaning to hla exbt- 
ence and life^ men of daring arc found who 
steal the fire of knowledge from the gods 
and then sufi’er for their heavenward a*pira- 
tions. The story of Adam's fall is typical; 
for daring to acquire knowledge he and hi« 
seed* like Promclheua* have been sub/ectotl 
to everlasting torment. The immortal Soc- 
rates* for venturing to explore the regions 
of the mind and to question esIabUshed pro- 
cesses of thinking, wos compelled to imbibe 
the fatal cup of hemlock. Boger Bacon, for 
his insistence on n rational interpretation 
of phyaieal phenomena, and Galileo, for re- 
fusing to accept without proof dogmatic a»- 
.sertions of ancient phUoaophers* were re- 
warded with opprobrium and n prlflon iten- 
tence. W^hile the fagot and the prison are 
no longer the lot of those venturesome souls 
who by their resenreh and exploration 
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»hatter some preconceived conception of 
world order, nevertheless, the piUory of 
public scorn is still often their portion. 

Tiko scientist with his microscope* spectro- 
■copc, electroscope* testtube and reagents is 
carryi^C the analyses and modificationB 
of man's phyaical environment, that were 
started by the promethean fire, and eonso- 
queiitiy, he is held responsible for the many 
economic, industrial, political, social and 
spiritual ills of modem Me. The poet's ver- 
sion of this trmh is: 

“Riff hi former on the scaffold 

iFrowi? fnrci'rr on the throne. 

And yei that sen^ofd the fttlttre** 

And so does science awny the modern 
world* 

It Is true of scientific processes of think- 
ing as of all human achieve menU, their be- 
ginnings in many instances antedate written 
history, and fn other instances the records 
are half fahlc and half truth so no exact 
date for their beginnings can be fixed. If 
by seieniific processes of thinking we mean 
the careful assembling of many facts relat- 
ing to the problem and then the testing of 
these facts by experiment, science la only 
about five hundred years old. It la evident 
to any reader of history that the ancients 
had an empirical knowledge of the physical 
world about them, but most of the knowledge 
was a result of experience and not of ex- 
periment, Many of the writings ascribed to 
Aristotle give e%ddence of the scientific spirit 
in Its fortnative stage, for he seeniiHi to have 
recognised the importance of exact observa* 
lion as an antecedent to logical thinking. 
He observed that “one must trust more to 
observation than to speculation and to the 
latter no further than it agrees with the 
phenomena." But it seems that it is easier 
to know what to do than to do it, for Aris- 
totle was not the first nor the last who fnllod 
to practice what he preached. While he un- 
doubtedly glimpsed the importance of experi- 
mentation, this phase of modern aclence did 
not begin with him* It remained for Archi- 
medea to make observation and experimenta- 
tion the major premise of his natural phi- 
losophy. He formulated the laws of the lever 
and because he could not fiitd a xuitahie ful- 
crum, the earth bIiII moves in Its pUmetary 
orbit* His discovery that hodlea immersed 
in a liquid are huoyed up by a force equal 
to the weight of the water displaced aasurea 
to the dvrellers In the cities milk with a pre- 
scribed percentage of butter fat. That is, 
he is the discoverer of the principle of den- 
sity measurements which have such wide 
practical application. 

While it is undoubtedly true that much of 
the sdentifTc thinking of the ancient Greeks 
was based on experiment and analysis, it is 
likewise true that for centuries it was for- 
gotten and that speculative and dialectic 
philosophy dominated human processes of 
thought. 

For nearly two thousand years the 
thoughts of men were controlled by author- 
ity which preBcribed both what in think and 
liow to think. It was a period in the world's 
history when tho authority of the philoso- 
phers anti theologians was unquestioned and 
Hiipreme. Analytical processes of thinking, 
premised on experimental data, wore impos- 
sible until the categorical assertions and 
premises of the fathers were subjected to the 
ulUmato scientific tost, experiment.

Particularly in foreign countrlott radio 
broiidcaBUtt^ la carried on on wavelengths 
up to OK high us a,OOQ meters. In this 
country the opposite extreme is roaorted to 
severat stations broadcasting experi ment- 
ally on w-ovetengths as short aa 20 meters* 
The telegraph field Is included in all wave- 
lungUii Ijctiveen 13 and 20.000 meters. It 
ia our purpnso to describe a "universar* 
recoivor in which ALL useful wavelengthi 
are covered. 

The receiver, in the maTn« must have two 
fundamental devices. First, the col I system 
should be Interfhangenhle for all wave a* 
Thiti Is simple. The plug-in coll nrrange- 
meni Is well cRtablished on all waves from 
600 meters down. On wavolenglhs above 
dorp meters honeycomb coila m«junted In 
plug-in fashion are auitnblD. SiHHinrlly, the 
HHTue tuning eonclenser eannot he ii^Pcd on 
both short and long waveSn A rondeuser 
having a capaclly of about ,000020 mfd. is 
about the minimum capacity to be u^^ed on 
waves much above fldO meten. If tlii) 
eapaelty is less than thia the lOUdenEiei' 
merely acta as n vernier and retpures the 
use of a targe number of roils to cover the 
waves from 000 to 20,000 meters. Con- 
versely, the tuning capacity at short wavo« 
should not exceed approximately .0001 2& 
mfd. or the tuning will be too critical. By 
the use of a iandem condenBer in which one 
section has « capacity of ,000125 mfd. per- 
manently connected in the circuit, and the 
other section has a rapacity of .00% mfd. 
which can he cut in parallel with the first 
(Tanking the total capacity .000625 mfd.> 
hy means of a simple HWttching arrange- 
ment, the problem Is easily solved. Such 
a condenser has recently become ^'standard** 
with one manufacturer, and cbit he pur- 
chased from almost all condenser manu- 
facturers on special order.

This choke is needed 
only on the shorter waves. The impedance 
of the telephones or the primnn? of the 
amplifying transformers serving the pur- 
puso on bU waves above about 000 meters. 
This choke cun be left in the circuit, how- 
ever, without incurring any losseii in the 
system.

Yitaminsi are everywhere discuesed- Wo 
talk intimately about them, their merits and 
importance In diet, but no one ever saw a 
vitamin, no scientist Has ever Isolated one. 
It b something like the fourth dlmensioii, 
there, but oh, so mysterious. Vitamin A 
assists growth and development and pre- 
vents tuberculosis. Vitamins B and D assist 
in giving vitality, and lack of them under- 
mines the health genernlly. Vitamin C 
prevents scurvy. Be sure your menus con- 
tain plenty of vitamins. Keep your enn 
goods shelf well slocked with such vitamin 
foods Oil tomatoes, spinach, sauerkraut, 
evaporated milk and fruits. Careful experi- 
ment Has decisively proved that eanned 
foods are ahead of home cooked foods in 
vitamin content. Quick intensive heating 
does not destroy them at quickly as slow 
home healing in unsealed vessels. 

Electric Refrigeration 

In 1024, 24,000 units of electrical refrig- 
eration were sold; 1925 saw this production 
trebled to 75,000 units. The 1926 produc- 
tion is between 200,000 and 250,000 units. 
Analysts say that within the next two years 
there will bo 1*000,000 eloctrlcal refrigera- 
tors in use and 5.000,000 in five years. 

Crude refrigeration has been in use since 
the earliest times. Back before written his- 
tory, man undoubtedly followed that good 
old rural custom of keeping focMi in cool 
springs. Our own grandparents, perhaps 
our parents, used their wells for refrigera- 
tion. George Washington, at Mount Vertion, 
had an ice bo use where Ice from the Poto- 
mac was itored in winter for aurnmer use. 

More than seventy five years ago» Sir 
William Thomson, Lord Kelvin of Glasgow* 
Scotland, sought and found means of re- 
frigoratlon without the nso of ice. Pasiour, 
the noted French scientbt, discovered that 
decay Is caused by bacteria and that tem- 
perature below 50 degrecB Fahrenheit ob- 
structs the development of bacteria and 
preservea food. 


New Aiiesthcllc Gan 

A Tulanc University profonior has pro- 
duced n new anesthetic gas called Propy- 
lene* This gas Is composed of somo of the 
ingredients of illuminating gaa. The ad- 
vaniagea claimed for this gas are as 
follows r 

1, Recovery in rapid. 

2, Patient's consciousness retumR within 
a few minutes of the lime the gas is 
stopped. 

3, Only one in every fifteen patients be- 
come sick from the gas admin i stored during 
an operation.

Radio Safety Signal 

An invention ha.s rerently been patented 
In Germany which will permit the sending 
of signals between trains by means of high 
frequency radio waves. Under tbo system, 
each train would be equipped with a send- 
ing and receiving equipment, both tuned 
to a particular wave length for a certain 
track. The sending set on each train fa to 
send warning signal continually whenever 
the train reduces its speed or itandstill. 
This is done by a direct connection to the 
compressed olr brake system, or by a con- 
nection with the brakes themselves. This 
message would be received by the follow- 
ing train running on the tame track behind 
it. The attention of the engineer of the 
train would hr attracted Uiroiigh a peculiar 
noise or else the receiving set would fix the 
brakes of the second train and automatic- 
ally reduce its speed or bring the train to n 
atop, if the wave transmiaaions from the 
preceding train continued.

heart of radio, liquids have been turned 
to solids, gases turned to solids, cold mar- 
ble made to give light and 1 eould go on 
indefinitely. This Is no pipe dream cither. 
If radio is such a Iremendous force for 
the good of mankind, is it not wise to or- 
ganise thoss men who are working In the 
radio field? Will any one venture to pre- 
dict what tha nc?tt ten years hold for radio? 
I don't believe that the wildest dreams of 
the old time olectridanB for the future of 
the electrical game can compare with the 
bright future of radio. 

You are probably asking yourself by now, 
what Is radio anyhow? Well, it's just this. 
It is the effects of A. C. electricity at fre- 
quencies of from twenty thousand cycles 
per second to five hundred million cycles 
per second. The action of currents of such 
high frequencies arc mostly reverse of what 
you find true in the ulectTical game. For 
inEtance, whnt would ho termed an open 
current for an electrician would bo n closed 
circuit and a ready path for radio current. 
The frequency lond between five Imndred 
million and the infra red lights rays which 
run into the trillions of cycles per second 
is unknown ns yet. There are posslbilUles 
there alone, which may revolutionise our 
entire mode of living. 

Radio, while In a way, just In its infancy, 
is by no means a plaything as some of you 
may have been led to believe. 

Its possibilitiea arc bound to he recog- 
nized hy the electrical workers and steps 
should be taken to bring it uniier their 
jurlsdiclion without further delay.

The memhera of Local No. 40 have worked 
under a miscoltaneous assortment of agree- 
ments in I heir travela around the country. 


but ihii is the fint time any of ui have 
worked under an agreement to agree. Such 
In iubatance, is the agreement reached by 
the five International Bresidents of the 
Carpentori, Painters, L T, S, E., Musi- 
cians and Electrical Workers ; with tho New 
York committee of Moving Picture Produc- 
ers. The agreement provides for two sec- 
retaries located in Hollywood to handle local 
grievances, One secretary will represent 
and be appointed by the intematlonnl 
unions. The other secretary will be ap- 
pointed by the producers as their represen- 
tative. Should these secretaries be unable 
to agree on a grievance tbey send it to New 
York for final action by the International 
Presidents and Producers. 

Tho secret nry representing the unions has 
been appointed. We are waiting for the 
ProducerBr to appoint their Hecretary, In 
the meantime wc are working under the 
mtme open shop conditions that have dis- 
graced this industry for the past aevera! 
years. 

The open shop here, as elsewhere, is a 
menace to the lives of- workmen forced to 
submit to it. To give an example, all light 
Ing of lets is 226*110 volt, three- wire cir- 
cuits, Due to the open shop method of hiring 
inexperienced men, connectionH are often 
made 220- volt instead of HO- volt — the 
proper voltage. This makes the pluggine 
box 220 volts on one side. There are no 
fuses between the plugging box and tbe 
circuit breakers, which are set on an aver- 
age to kick out at 2,000 amperes. The re- 
sult of plugging a side arc in a 220-volt box 
is a bad bum and occasionally tho loss of 
sight. Mon are also being killed becaose 
of Incompetent labor hired by the open 
shop system to build scaflfolds and paralleU 
that frequently collapse, killing and injur- 
ing men. Union conditions in the studios 
would prevent a large percentage of the 
accidents. 

The open shop people are reported to have 
threatened a large studio with having a 
street run through the conter of tholr prop- 
erty shouhl they unionise their studio. How- 
ever, ns this particulnr studio has been 
one of the worst offender h in diacrlmlnatlng 
against union men that may be just an 
excuse to evade their promise to correct 
abuses on their lot. 

If the studios break their agreement and 
refuiM? to correct open shop condillont, the 
strike and boycott scheduhai for December 
have not been calM off but only postponed.

nnd I will confess, liavo put into our veins 
good red union blood. Wo are dovotd of 
any montal vision wherein any portion of 
any district Is entitled to all the repre- 
sontntlves and the other portion is not in 
the least, even an organizor. If this ts 
economy to the Brotherhood to hav« an 
offlrer to travel one-half the distance across 
tho nation to assist a portion of that dis- 
trict, I say it is gross extravagance of the 
funds of our organization, and I think for 
the good of the order leave the oflUcers am 
they are, and with the I. V. 1\ on tho coast 
tho I. E. B. member in the inter-mountain 
district Is a satisfactory arrnngcmont. 

Wo have had the I. V. P. in mir district 
nniy for one visit since Hock was a pup, or 
as tong as your humble Kcrvant can remeni- 
bor, nrul if there Is no need for the Jenst 
of the servants needing advice, why do 
the hulk of the Brothers need all the coun- 
sel, nnd thus save for the favorqd weatem 
sons the supreme represen Latives of the 
district? 

Meti — if you are men — if you have any of 
the red blood of fairness, of unionism, of 
economy, of justice In your veins* you will 
think and any with the Master* who said. 
"Let him that is grcatcHt among you, he- 
eome Ihn servant.'' Have you forgotten that 
it is not might (numhors) that makou right, 
or is right. Might, applied upon tho prin- 
dplcH of universal Brotherhood. Do you 
fall to see it in an ohllgnted form? This 
Is no laugh, this is not fun, though the 
i*tnLe may be fixed and plnn approved. If 
you contemplate waste in expenditures be- 
en une of our isolation in expensive long 
trips of our officers, then for good and suL 
lleieni reasons don't howl at the empty 
treasury of the Brotherhood as we did at 
Montreal, 1922, beeauso of organization ex- 
penses. But if you arc loyal to the official 
life of our Brotherhood, help them to re- 
docn costH, and forego your amhitlons for 
ofllcers. Don't impose upon us what yon 
seemingly don't want yoursulvoa, non -repre- 
sentation* 

Why change? Where's the advantage? 
Have you not enough trouble shooters? 
('omjilain to the I. P, for more help if your 
difficulties are increafllng. If your cause is 
suecossful, and your wishei carry over the 
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pJea of Jualice, we m«»t hnvo represonta- 
tion in th<! inter'inountiiin country, and why 
not yourscivcB ask. All wo could expect is 
an orRanitcr, itinerant n* they always are, 
while the L E, B. member Is stationary 
with UH and he shoots iron bio also. AVhut 
is the motive for the ehnngfe? Lh 1K1 iH‘r 
cent of the membership suillcfent criterion 
for it, with nl) the other olhccrs combined? 
I say no. 

Rrolher*. those of you who see justice 
and fairiH'SS, whos*' blood is a* ever union 
red, are ever more ready to assist than eom- 
mand, and are doing fairly In the cause for 
harmony, oronomy, and right, heed the cnll 
to the -dreular tetter received fnim the 
Inter-Loral Conference Board for no -hangc, 
and have (tj mind the all pay, and no my, 
is an autocratic principle, which the country 
drd not tolerate, neither ahould we ns 
Brothers in a fraternal spirit permit.

At any rate, some 
of our Brothers think we should have a letter 
In the JonuNAL while others ate not con- 
cerned in tlie least. The same idea and in- 
terest K maintained throughout tba whole 
make-up of this local. We ha%*e two meetings 
a month scheduled but do not hold meetings 
regularly as an unconcerned attitude keeps us 
from having the required number. One would 
think where most of the membors work under 
a closed shop agreement, that they would he 
interested to the extent to attend meetings, 
where their working conditions may be dis- 
cussed, but it appears in this city a dosed 
shop agreement is a poor thing to have, if 
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attend.incc is deaired, unless a clause is main 
tained in our ngrenmenb defining the union 
men or members of the L. U. as are en- 
quired to attend meetings, keep in good 
standing and abiding with the agreemrnli if 
otherwise difnnissnl from service Is agreed. 

t can recall the time when, If you attended 
a local meeting and the company found out 
about it, meant a can for you- We had to 
arrange a meeting place in an out-of’Woy 
place or woods iomo Sunday. Under those 
condiliotia you could figure I OP per cent at- 
tendance. Now, todny. a local meeting Is a 
bocondary consideration for most of the 
Brothers, as for some, why they are not con- 
eerned at all, don't know when nor where 
the local holds its meeting, or If any were 
held, I presume these figure the job Is car- 
ried on under an agreement and els tong as 
they pay dues once In a while their position 
is carried along also. These are some of 
tho conditions wc have, therefore I would 
suggest a clause in the agreement explaining 
what wc mean when we agree to furnish 
men and what Is expected of the men whom 
we are covering. 

I will agree than many excuses for not at- 
tending to their own business can be found — 
movica, automobile and radio, listeninf In on 
other people’s business. The next day after 
tho night before you will hardly hear any one 
mentiort we Imd a goud inccllng, but the coTi- 
vorsatlon will run through the whole day 
about a joix band In New York, New Orleans 
or other points; some get in with China and 
they call that static. 

Of course, we did not have all these things 
that the Brothem have to do now before at- 
tending the meeting In those dayi; perhaps 
that was a good reason for 100 percent at- 
tendance, Nor did we have a paper atgned 
stating under what conditionE wc will work 
and that would carry us along without ef- 
fort, only thing necesaary now ii that wa 
have a few who do the writing and pay the 
bills and everything goes along quite well 
without ntteading meMinga. Or, perhaps, it 
la necessary once in a while, a month or two 
after the things have passed, to find fault 
with some action the faithful Brothers have 
done. Outside of that, ^'Let her go at she 
will' Is the motto. 

Work around here has been holding up 
quite well. Mother Bell hes been the cause 
of much work. They are doing a lot of re- 
building or have done so. She la smart 
enough to build with tho Idea In mind to 
mnkCf if possible, joint line construction; in 
that way get away with new- pole lines, with 
about half cost, and at the same time can 
get along with less children, a good stunt for 
Mother, This has also nmde work for the 
Brothers, it has also made work for ttic 
power eompany, where they dare not call 
each other brothers, nor can any of oar 
Brothers work on that job. A while buck 
some five or six made application to tho local 
for membership and Wciu cwimed for doing 
such on unlawful thing. This company in- 
sures their men also, but the cost to the men 
means 25 to 30 cents per hour, Quito high, 
you may think, but that is the ease, I hope 
that wo may odjust some of this in the near 
In turn. 

We are looking ahead for a lot of work 
this coming year. A new olectne lino from 
hero to Peoria, about 80 or 00 miles, snb- 
statloni along the line, and power house to 
be built, quite a lot of paving to be done and 
that means tho moving of poles and wires 
and with the new business will keep a good 
fllxe bunch busy. May ] also attach n warn- 
ing to make tho beat of it as it stnnrln.

Do you realize what the Increase of ten 
cents per hour amounts up to? Since the 
first of January you have been getting 90 
cents per hour. The ten cents per hour raise, 
at 44 hours per week is $4,40, two weeks 
extra money and you can pay threii month* 
dues by adding 95 cents. 

The average employment for wlremen in 
Toronto works out at forty weeks in one 
year. This leave* a period of 12 weeks or 
three months unemployment for each year. 

Taking forty weeks with the additional 
$4,40 per week will make an inerensc in your 
pay envelope of $176,00. If your monthly 
dues were $n ji«r month, it would only 
amount to $60 per year, but they are not. 
They are $3.25, which is only $39.60 per 
year. The aucceas of. any organization today 
depends on it* fimincea, also the ability of its 
members who diligently attend every lutict- 
ing and oasist their officers to carry out their 
instruct ions.

Credit, the mainspring of modern bus- 
iness, plays a vital part in the lives of even 
the poorest of um. But while wealthy bus- 
have no difficulty In obtaining 
credit, th* pour iiian, w’br.=(e t^erd for it ii 
greatest to meet the emergencici of death, 
sickness, unemployment and otlicr crises in 
his life, ir- often reduced to the direst ex- 
tremities through inability to obtain a loan, 
A few commerical banks specialize in this 
field, charging high interest rates, and a 
number of Inlmr banka have developed a 
system of small loans to wage earnerE; but 
in general the hank as an In^itltution hat 
failed to reach the great body of the needy. 
The most successful solution so fur has 
come from the co-operative credit unions, 
popularly known as **poor men's banks,"* of 
which there are (15,500 in Europe and Asia 
providing [*hort loans at cost, for workers 
nnd farmers. 

The lb S. Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
recently completed a istmly of the erodlt 
union movement in this country wbicVi 
nhows it to lie the fastest growing of tho 
phases of co-operation coven*d by the 
Bureau’s studies. Of 5fil active credit un- 
ions In the United States, I7fi rnporlcd a 
membership of I07,7fhh share capital 
amounting to nearly $1 t,000,fi0(), reserves of 
nearly $ 1 ,nfiO,04H), and loans mziile in 19*1S 
alone amounting to more than $20,500, ftOO. 

The growth of the ,4nn*rlcan credit union 
movement is all the more remarkable in 
that it Is only during the lost few y^ears 
(hat any widespread development has taken 
place, due Ln the fact (hut enabling legiala- 
Uon has only recently been passed. Up to 
1021 fewer than a dozen states had enacted 
laws authorlxlng the formation of co* 
operatlvo credit societies; at the end of 
1025, 24 atntei had done io, and now the 
credit union movement has taken root in 
lit M at ales. 

Credit unions are primnHly for the small 
borrower, Th**y give the member an oppor- 
tunity io save money in iinall amounts and 
(0 obtain loans at mode rate rates. Gen- 
erally any ptrson of good character can 
join the credit union, and $l or loss will 
admit to membership. Only a member of

"Within the credit union,"* the Bureau's 
report state:*, "nl! are on the same le\*cL 
and with equal power and rights in the 
society. The co-operative credit society Ip 
thus absolutely democratic. It is filling 
a real need, through a simple machinery, 
and la doing this at very llUlc cost f ex- 
pense of operation ditring 1525 averaged 
1,8 per cent of total loans granted). The 
study indicates that credit lodetlea are 
generally successful, and that losses from 
failure of mom hors to repay loans arc 
extremely Bmall. 

Membership in the credit aocieiles ex- 
amined averaged 812 persons, filH.fi per cent 
of them having fewer than 500 members 
each and 21 per cent having between fiOfi 
and 1,000. Of the 107,790 member* of the 
17fi societies, the great majority are in 
Now York, MnHMachysetts and Ithode Island, 
the three states in which credit union 
growth is the oldest , 

Credit unions need not confine thcmselvud 
to the financial needs of their members. In 
many foreign countries they also act often 
a* purchasing agents for quantity buying, 
especially for farmers. An example of such 
purchasing in the United State* is cited 
by the Bureau In the ra«e of a rredit union 
composed mainly of memhors of a single 
labor union, which is buying coal for its 
members at a saving to them of fiO cents 
a ton.

Iron Poles 

Iron polo roinrorrlnK and oxtonGion 
clomps arc naod for rc^rlnimlng twbialnr iron 
polos that Hmyo corfodod and weakened at 
the ground Hoe nnd at the BccUon joint 

Wouden Poles 

First quality wooden poles are good for 
many years of service if they have free 
drainage and an air apace at the butt, 

Pole IMounU 

Various kindr of trannmission polo 
syatems for eU » trie light and power, tolc- 
phony, telegraphy, and traniformer ay stems 
are using piitented prde mounts to prevent 
butt decay. PrncUcnnyr all of the potented 
mounts eonstet of a buried concrete base 
with heavy bolts east into each base, A 
pole base clamping brace is fastened to 
these bolts making a socket to hold the 
base of the pole In. Tliia brace keeps the 
base of the pole nbov* the ground and gives 
drainage and air to the base preventing 
excessive decay. Poles in these braces 
have withatood a side pull up to 3. GOO 
pounds before snapping off at the lop of the 
brace. 

Emergency Fuses 

An emergency fuse cabinet for power 
Btations, telephone exchanges ami genera! 
electrical maintenance rooms is provided 
for as followH: Locate a glass faced enb’ 

inet in a convenient place. In this cabinet 
arrange a complete assortment of the var- 
ious sixes of fuses to bo used. Label each 
also in set places. With this arrange- 
ment a fuse of a certain sbe may bo so- 
rnred with a minimum loss of time. 

Old House 'Wiring 

'When wiring an old house, the use of a 
hack saw blade is valuable In producing a 
finished iob. In removing baaeboarda in 
some of the rooms to wire to outlets located 
in partitions this tool is used as follows: 
Saw all nails which can be reached flush 
with the back of the baaeboard. This 
leaves the nail Head in the baseboard and 
prevents a split in the finished front of 
the board. Re^nall the board back into 
place using fine finish nails. 

Painting Wires or Cables 

In order to apply a durable paint finish 
to conduit, lead covered electric or tclo- 
phonc cables, the first coat should be a thin 
coat of varnish. Ry applying tbs coat of 
vAmish before the pnint* chipping nnd peel- 
ing of the paint can be prevented. 

Bell firesslng 

Crudo (uiBliir oil is an excellent belt 
dreasing for a bell which slips, A small 
amount applied to a belt which slips greatiy 
increases the belt friction and prevents 
slipping- This oil may be secured In any 
up^to-date drug firm or chemical supply 
house. 

Ceiling Ouiletfl 

A handy tool when locating ceiling out- 
lets is an extended flexible rule. Take a 
piece of wood %" x square and 10 feet 
tong. Tape a G foot rule so that It Is taped 
into a set position two feel from each end 
of the 10 foot slick# This allows the mr- 
ebanfe to use the combination of the ten 
foot length and the 5 foot rule to rapidly 
determine outlet locationB, 


Motor omng 

When electric motor oil ringii »rc not 
properly olUng a motor bearing, use a chain 
ring. According to the sisc of motor to 
be repaired, use n piece of chain which will 
revolve in Iho bearing chamber and carry 
the oil to the lop of the bearing for a bet- 
ter distribution of oil than the defective 
ring. 

Temperature Teat 

Ordinary putty rorncfi in handy as a 
holder of thormometorr In the many places 
heat tostfl are required in elt'Clrical machin- 
ery, By using the putty, a thermometer 
can generally be fastened to I he simpeeted 
location of the cause of the heating diffi- 
culty, By making comparative tests 
throughout the machine a correct diagnosis 
of the machine difficulty can he made. A 
medirat doctor examines the human bvdy 
with n stethoscope in a somewhat similar 
manner. 

Transformer Cases 

On line work contracts defective trans- 
formers with sand holes in the oil cases 
are sometimes delivered. An emergency 
repair of nn oil case sand holu is nn follows: 
Clean tbo metal surface around the hole 
outside and inside the case. Insert a cop- 
per or brass holt with a washer on each 
end and a nut on one end completely tight- 
ening the bolt through the hole against the 
case sides. The next stop is to solder the 
bolt head and nut so that tbo sand hole 
19 nil tight. 

Other repairs can be made by using cold 
or hot solder and then caulking the solder 
so the hole la tight. 

Pulling 'Wires 

In pulling wires Into a conduit, soapstone 
applied to the wires savon time and labor. 
The soapstone on the wire onahlea the wire 
to be pulled through with less strain from 
the pulling end, 'tVitbout soapstone, the 
ordinary wire Insulation Introduces fric- 
tion which requires a much stronger pull 
to carry the wire through the conduit. 

Carpenler’fl Floor Beraper 

A useful tool for cutting floor board 
tongues Is a carpenter's floor scrape. The 
ordinary wooden chisel marks the floor top 
when it is driven into the space between 
the two floor boards to cut tho tongue. The 
carpenter's semper is thin and cuts rap’d 
without lonvlng the unsightly top floor 
marks. 

Swltrhlioard Holes 

nid holes in switchboards can he filled 
with a mixiuri! of ono part plaster of pari* 
and two parts white or black putty to match 
the shade of slate. Another handy repair 
material la seallne wax of iho right ahade. 

Repairing Armaturvs 

When armatures are repaired In a motor 
repair shop, damage to the armature coils 
can ho avoided as follows: When hoisting 

the armature with a chain or rope, hoist, 
uso a spreader board. This spreader hoard 
is a short piece of wood which is used to 
keep the rope or chain from nibbing the 
armnture coll ends as tho armature is being 
hoisted. The spreader board balances the 
rope or drain so that coll damage is 
eliminated. 


Extra Conduit Flllltis 

Whenever a tingle conduit fitting is car* 
ried through a floor to the side of a desk 
for telephone wiring or lights, it is good 
praetke to use a floor finnge where tho 
pipes tomo through tho floor. This finnge 
makoi the pipe more rigid and less liable 
to be snapped off at the floor level. With 
this arrangement fastening the conduit to 
the desk with pipe strap* can be avoided 
on short pipe lengths. 

Collector Rings 

On alternating current motor repair Jobs, 
It will often be found that collector rings 
are rough, A way to pul llio collector rings 
in running order is as follows: Moiiien a 
strip of 00 sand paper with machine oil and 
use it to smooth the rings by carefully go- 
ing over the contact turfact, then wipe 
each ring with a piece of clear cotton waste. 
The oil on the sand paper help* to produce 
a dean smooth surface* 

Clean ing Stranded Wire 

A file card is a useful tool to use in clean- 
ing the separate wires of a stranded cable. 
This file card removes the insulation 
rapidly, ^ 

Storage Battery Plates 

A woodworker’s clamp h useful In 
Btraightcning a buckled storage battery 
plate. Method: Place tbo buckled plates 

into tho damp belween two small pieces of 
hoard, tighten the clamp nnd gradually 
straighten the plate by pressure exerted 
upon the two boards holding the plate. 

Electric Range Connections 

Some of the companies manufacturing 
electric ranges do not provide for a satis- 
factory connection from tho house mains to 
the stove leads. The wires are brought out 
at a point and the wire man baa to pipe a* 
near as possible to that point and pull In 
his mains and connect with the stove loads. 
This method does not make tho neatest job. 
To avoid this sort of work. Plan on using 
one of the many standard outlet boxes to 
suit the job at hand. Carry the stove leads 
into this box and holt tho box to the stove. 
The houBfi mains can be carried into this 
uuilut box and all connections can be made 
In itr making a concealed job of the 
connections* 

Wire Tertnlnala 

Copper tubing of various alsies is always 
valuable in a tool kit. When short of a 
standard wire terminal, a ready made ter* 
minal can bo turned out by flattening one 
end and drilling the required hole through 
the flattened end. This prevents delay and 
job tie ups. 

Plaster of Parla 

Lemon juice, vinegar or a small quantity 
of pure citric acid will prevent rapid set- 
ting of a mixed batch of Piaster of Paris. 
W'lth this hint a man can mix enough 
plaster to do the average amount of patch- 
ing without having his mixture harden. 

Emergency Springs 

A temporary repair, pending tho arrival 
of the proper spring for a motor contact, 
can he made a* follows; Use a bvavy rub- 
ber band so as to hold a flexible contact on 
the commutator. This is just a temporary 
repair.

Electric Forces of Planets 

The belief of tho Ancient nfitmlogera tbnt 
Iho places of the plnnets in I he HcavcrLS 
tany aiToct the ecfUi nnd ILh inhiibitiifits is 
revived, nUhnugh in a totally diircrent form, 
by it theory ntccntly prnpoacd by ProfesHor 
Fernando Sanford, of Stun ford rufversltyi 
in the jnurnol ''Science."' The theory dcnla 
%vilh tho pndioble enuso of sunspots, an greet- 
ing that these mny be liue to clcclrlc nttrnie- 
tions butw’een the pin nets and the a tmn sphere 
of the sun. The surface hiyerii of f-he slHt, 
which nre the only ones Uint w'o enn see, 
are cnmpnBed uf white-hot guses. Proffoumr 
Sanford presents evidence 1ml irn ting that 
these gases are highly elect rlfleil, much more 
intensely so Ihiiii the most highly -charged 
power lino on earth. Since nil cltH’tHlied 
bodies either :ittriu*t each other or repel 
each other, there is » probnbility ihnt the 
planets, ns they move ahmit in (heir orbits, 
will exert forces of considrrnhle intensity on 
the g'nses of the sun. The earth is known 
to be highly electrified nnd it is probable 
that the other planet s are electrified iit.so. 
The ntt ructions between the planets and the 
sun would vary with the positions of the 
different plamds in their orbits from lime 
to time- The varying forces tbtja directed 
toward the sun may serve to ev plain, rto- 
fifssor .Sanford suggests, the known fnet that 
the number of sunspots vnries from lime 
to time, being jusl now about jit iti mn?{i- 
mum. There la no impUealion, of course, 
lh.'it tile bleiis uf the nnrlent tiAlrologers 
were correct or ihAt nindi'm nndrology de- 
ser%*e5 any scieTiUfic credence. li is nu'rtdy 
that sunspota nn* known to nlfecl some 
things on earth, nolnhly radio* imd ihnt the 
eoBfijSfurntlon of the plnnet» mny nlTert the 
number of sunspots. 


No Gears to Shift 

At & recent meeting of the Royal Society 
of Aria, In Ijondon, Mr. Goorgo Conatanti- 
neaco delivered* hy invitation of the Society, 
n lecture describing recent dewlopmenla of 
his remarkable device called the "torque con- 
vertor»" replacing the usual gear-shift sys- 
tems of automobiles and similar machines, 
Tbil device Is described by some engineers 
os being the most remarkable In novation in 
tho science of mechanics since the invention 
of the steam engine. One of the problems 
encountered in many nppUcationa of power 
is the problem of varying the speed of a 
moving machine without changing the speed 
of the engine which drives it. In gasoline 
nutoiimbiles, for example* it is necessary to 
provide some gear-shift arrnngements, by 
which the driver can operate his car rapidly 
Uf slowly, the speed of the engine changing 
imieU less than does Utc wpeed of the rear 
wheels. Tho Cemstantineseo device does aw-ay 
with this iieCGHsity, Small automobiloR 
equipped with it are now being built in 
Fit gland and have no geara at all. The 
driver needs to pay attention only to the 
throttJo nnd to the steering wbeeU The 
(irinclplo of the device Is one oasentially 
new in meehunics, Mr. Fonstanlinesco de- 
clares I hat be worked it out mathematically 
and philoiophicany* before any model of it 
was buMl. The trick is Iti the use of an 
om.^|llatlng weight, wrhich vibrates back and 
forth like the pendulum of a clock. The 
mechanical principles involved are far more 
romplkated, however, than ore these of a 
fiinpio {lendulum. 


Chromosomes Prefer Blondes 

That blonde hair and blue eyes are being 
eUminaled rapidly from the American popu- 
laUon because of the tendency of these chiir- 
acters to he overcome in the human chromo- 
ifOmcs by the opposing chn meters of black 
hnir and dark eyes, is the conclusion of Pru- 
fesaor Trevor Kinkaid, of Washington tlni- 
vcrslty, in Seattle, chromosomes lire the 
very Uny particles, eontained in each living 
cell of the body, w-htch tire believed to carry 
the various inherited charartera from parent 
to child and from one generation to tiie 
next. Inside these chromosomes, which bjiiln- 
gifltfl can see and study under the nvieru- 
ftcope, there are believed to exist a vast num- 
ber of elieniical mnleculea, all diiTerent frum 
each other and which deleniiine* each one 
some single feature of the fulLgrown man 
or other creature. It i« as though the entire 
plan of the animal was packed away inside 
Ihe chromofiomes, ss nrchitocts carry around 
the plans of great buildings drawn on blue- 
prints and rolled up inside smaJI metal 
tube.n. 5?ome of these chemical molecules 
or determining "factors" tnstde tho chromo- 
somes are able to fight with other factom 
that oppose them and to win. If it happens, 
for example^ that one parent has blonde hair 
and the other parent has dark hair, the 
chromosome factor for dark hair usually 
proves to hr domimini over the opposing, 
blonde -haired factor. Thu-s, in mixed mar- 
Hagea of blondes with hruaettes, the bru- 
netto strain will tend* on the average, tu 
iiverconie the blonde one. Fnlesa hlondcH 
mate excluaively wdih other blondes, they 
will ukitnaCely disappeiir.

tioa. The thousands of striking textile 
workers and their families are dependent 
upon the contributions which organised tabor 
and its friends may make for food and cloth- 
ing.

The 
needs of the strikers arc very urgent indeed. 
They must have help and have it quickly. 
Delay wilt mean hunger and suffering while

BUILDING TRADES

Iry limi lhi« t^lTrct on workers 

iti other jnUuBlrioi. Ciirpontcr# and 
j ninety wero hit hy tlic* introduction of 
woodwork tniT machtfirry of all kinds, rinst' 
ert*r» J»nd imintcn are worried by the ex- 
tension of the paint spray anil the cement 
uun. Kasiern lontrarlors ore talking about 
a ‘'mechanical bricklayer." and laborers 
eoiiipbiin ofrainst the displncemcnt of their 
work by machinery, U rick layers havo to 

contend with machinery for cutting bricks, 
for j^iioged work, iiml masons have machin- 
ery for dressing stone and polishing rnnrbb<H 
Moiiern construction would he inipossihlo 
without the hydraulic or pneumatic riveter; 
power hoists and derricks whose bucket 
londcrs can do the work of l« to 20 Imrnun 
Hhiiveler«; portnhle belt conveyors wdiich 
handle much sprnl and gravel in Ove 
minutes an four men can do In 2(1 minutos; 
the ingenious car union tier large enough to 
lake a freight car In its embrace, roll it 
over, dump the c-onlentH# and replace it on 
the tracks* 

The ftrst sieiun shoveU nmnufaclured In 
l8Hlb WM.«i a crude iilfalr. The later Improve- 
ments made it more powerful and mon- 
efficient, ft enme Into general use about 
iniSfi for railroad construction but the 
s^imnlter shove! nppllcnlile to small build- 
ing projecls W'as devidopc^d only in the lost 
15 years. Even on smaf! contracts, power 
excavating machinery can be used profitably. 

Metal is replacing wood for many kinds 
of concrete form work and the design of 
metal form work ha^ been standardised to 
the point where it may be used again and 
agiiiii wdth little breakage or waste. 

I'racttcally n« ciincrrte or mortar work 
of any kind is being done today without the 
nid of concrete mixers. These mixers were 
invented in the 80's of the last century* hut 
the modern f mprovementi and their general 
use date back about Ifi yrftrs. Ilnnd mixers 
would have made the use of concrete in 
winter uneconomicnl if not impossible. By 
the machine! procenN heated materials are 
uvailuble In cold weather with link* danger 
of damage. 

On large connirucUim projects W'hecb 
barrows for the distriiiutton of mixed con- 
cri'to have been diicanli'd. The mixers arc 
so placed as to discharge Into bucket hoists 
which elevate tho mixture into concrete 
diHiri buting centers. These have roducod 
(he cost and quickened construction. In the 
InHt few years mortar mixing machines have 
been developed for Ume and cement mix- 
ing. One man with a much me can mix 
enough mortar for 2fl bricklayers* thereby 
rerfucitig (he u mount of labor about 2b per 
cent. Gravity distriliution towers and 
ehutes are now used considerably on large 
projects and the aciiinl labor cost of dip* 
trihuting and pladng concrete on a three 
*t«ry building with lower and f pouting 
equipment was lb cents per ruhic yard as 
compared to |2.S0 per cubic yard for wheel- 
harrow distribution. 

In 1898 was invented I he pneumatic rivet- 
er which is now indiapcnsahle In the erec- 
tion of the steel skeli’twna for skyscrapers. 
The use of rock drill* and pneumatic tools 
had been common in the quarryi^^ir indus- 
try and in work on brblges and shipyard*, 
but it w^as only after that the wood- 

pei‘ker-liko rut -tat- fat was head In the con- 
struction of hull dings. At present electri- 
i’lilly welded joint* In structural steel are 
coming into use. The need for power was 
lUled through the use of tho stationary 
^»eam engine. Hoisting cranes* derricks* 
ntenm shovels, |ille drivers, ilrag-ltnea and 
grab buckets have revolution *s;ed th*» 
induHtry, 


Hand I. abut Reduced 

Similar improvementa in the mechanixa 
tion of building operations have continued 
in almost every trade in the Industry- A 
large portion of the work formerly done by 
hand labor has now h*'en reduced. On some 
operations hand tabor has been totally dis- 
placed. Even for the strictly skilled trades, 
the bricklayer, plasterer, carpenter, etc., 
mechanical improve mi? nU have ruiluced the 
jictual amount of work they do. Machinery 
is more effective than hand labor In alt 
operations where It ran be used. Today the 
carpenter is in many re pert? m assembler, 
whrro twenty years ngo he wris a skilled 
worke r. 

IvCKH Skill Required 

Ifi gome trades the mechnniifil tlevicex 
nml naw methods led uidoriH to u reuli^u- 
tiiiti that their trade aklll was in danger 
of exterminatiun. The oppuaiUon to the 
plaxter gun and pnlnt upruy haa been bitKCtl 
on this fear. The paint siiray can do the 
work of from 4 to 8 men. The task of 
7fi (0 100 men ha* been taken over by the 
hoist or derrick or other elevating luadiin- 
cry. Most modern eontractiira have large 
Hums of money Invoited In machinery to 
take care of the various steps in the course 
of building a structure. There is need for 
a mixer to mix concrete* mortar and plas- 
ter; a lock or a brick machine if the house 
is to be built of these materials: aaw rig* 
and wood- working machinery’ to take care 
of the canientcr work on the job; pumps 
to dear the way for excavations; steam 
*havets to scoop out the foundations; motor 
trucks to haul H away; and air painting 
machines, etc. 

The carpenters, for example, are cinstant* 


ty confronted with the fact that parts of 
their trade are being 'Taken away from 
them" hy nenv methods so they are on the 
lookout for new work to take its place. As 
early as 1894 I*. J. McQuire, then secretary 
of the carpenters, complained of the elTecl 
of innovations and the imroduciion of iron 
and steel in reducing the chances for etn- 
ploymcnt. The steel and iron w-orkers* the 
stone and brick mason, the plasterers, the 
marblr Hctlers were doing work which had 
formerly been done by carpenters. Then 
factory' production of wood products created 
another problem and building workers hn%e 
prohably not forgotten the costly struggle 
iictween the carpenters and woodworkers, 

Ton Crete* we have i-ieen* threatened to 
rob the bncklayer, but gave more work to 
the carpenter, though mcial forms may 
creiite n new problem in tlu* next few years. 
Tho paint spray is threatening the skill of 
the painters. Every union has been nf- 
ri'cted by i^hnnges in technlcnl meUiods 
nnd chimges in materinls* Mncli inerj' for 
tht nuinufaclurc of wood trim* coneri'tti 
to lake the place of wood and brick, metnt 
trim tn take the place of wood, metal lath 
inatcjiri of wood lath — all have led In ser- 
ious jurisdictional disputes. 

SpecializatioTi has greatly increased, and 
now the all-around building mechanic i* 
fast disappearingH In the targe cities there 
are thousands of carpenters who do only 
form work. Other workers know only a 
small part of ihoir trade or at least work 
only on n small part of it. The increase 
in specialixation has also increased unem* 
ploy me nt bt»cau&c the jobs are more sub- 
divided and can be completed tn less time. 
Bklll baa been reduced! and the apprentice 
problem intensified. Employers* on the 
other hand, have the means, if they mro

Iteiirlng On rnhm Pevelopment 

All these events have bml an important 
bearing on trade union development. The 
ine^aaing mechanimtiofi of industry, while 
lahing plaee at a greater momentum in other 
industrieSi is rapidly assorting its tnftiieneo 
in the building industry, Reeent events 
indicate that skill is coming to piny a far 
less important part in the streneth of the 
unions. The painters admit that their 
trade is at present only semt-skillcd. The 

carpenters prohably deserve a lower 
clasfliUcation. Other tradoi have been aim- 
Marly alfectcd. In short, mechanization and 
^tandardizHtion is assuming a more im- 
portant place in the industry. The ftinier- 
ial industries have long ago been mechaft' 
iaed. The erection proccanea arc next in 
line. The employers have already demon* 
*trated one way of shaking off union control 
by means of greater ndianre on machinery 
and less on ^kiMed workers. While thiTe 
is a practical limit of mechanization in 
building construction, mechnnixed constnie- 
tion can go a long way in reducing the 
hargnining power of akill. The hask trades 
have nut yet felt the impact of these 
changes except as they react on particular 
problems. Where technical changes have 
harmed them, their protagonists were other 
uriiona rather than employers. However, 
this tendency toward mechanization will 
compel unions to examine their form of 
i>rganlaat|fin nnd their tactics in meeting 
new eoiiditioiis. 

In manufacturing and other induslricfl the 
unions are losing out Wcauso they are not 
organized to defend their jobs. The rapid 
technical ehangop in methods nnd machin 
ery make it more difficult to defend jobs, 
l^nion tactics arc too often based on old 
technology. Too often methods of carry- 
itig on their work arc baHcd on the same 
technology; namely, that the basis of union 
power lies in skill and that the industry 
cannot continue without skilled labor. What 
this article Irka to show is that this con- 
dition favoring skill is lens true today than 
It was a quarter of a contury ago and will 
be still less true In the near future than 
It Is today,

long they might have to work fourteen or 
fifteen hours, and in the winter time when 
days was short and they might have had 
an easier time they was all laid off by their 
empltija^rs and had to scrape along without 
any income, 

"Another thing that the working stiffs 
did not like "was the habit of the courts 
of throwing a man into Jail because he owed 
the grocer or somebody n few dollars. In 
Just one jail in Massachusetts, and out of 
40 casas of imprisonmont for debt, 22 wore 
in for less than $20, Kow of course it is 
ridiculous to throw a man into the hoo,fc- 
gow for owing money, becaufe how can h© 
pay it unless he can get out and earn 
«omp? There was one case where a fellow 
was Imprisoned for a debt of 25 cents. 

From "Six to Six” Radical 

"Well, jn IB27 the carpenters of Philadel- 
phia went on strike for a 10-hour day, and 
pretty soon the hrickljiyera and pninters 
ioiimd in* and they got out a labor paper, 
the Journeymen Mechanics’ Advocate, and 
some of the other trades joined In and tb»'y 
went into politics with the slogan. "Froin 
Six to Six" which meant a 10*hour day, 
with an hour off for breakfast and one for 
lunch. And the Working Men's ticket Im'- 
gan to win out in elections. 

"The carpenters did not win out in that 
strike hut the building trades were all 
boosting for the lD*hour day and they won 
it graduaify, first in one dty and then in 
another. The Working Men's Party broke 
up after a few years hut the public school 
system they wax working for was estab- 
lished not much later. And imprisonment 
for delii was abolished about the same time, 
"Back in the *30's they began to go 
about .>itrtking in a business-like man tier. 
The New York carpenters went on strike 
for more pay— they were getting |1.3m, 
not pur hour* my boy, but per day, and they 
wanted ll.fd). The other journeymen me- 
chanics chipped in and raiHcd n strike 
benefit fund and when the carpenters went 
hack N> work they done so cm their own 
terms. Then the other trades tried similar 
strikes and most of them were succcs»/«jL 
"From then till the 'fiO’s they organized, 
agitated, and ran around with intellertual 
rvfijnimi'k and I suppose U wn^ tliU IanI 
that kept them from accomplishing much. 
But in 185(1 the skilled trades said to them- 
selves, boys, let's cut out the palaver nnd 
got down to business and get ourselvci 
some real money. They ©stabllthed mitt- 
imum rates of wages, and while employers 
were welcome to pay mom If they wanted 
to, no union joumeyman would work for 
less. They succeeded in getting some re- 
rnarkabln advances in wages. 

"During the Civil War trade unions de- 
clined— 1 suppose all the young fellows 
were in the army, and after the war the 
employers were stronger and richer than 
ever. In the 70' a there was a great de- 
pression and wages commenced to he cut, 
and tlie strikes that followed pretty near 
wrecked the unions. Members of unions 
W’ere blacklisted so they could hardly find 
a job anywhere and it became a crime to 
be organ Ued, This led to secret orders 
like tliQ Knights of Labor, of which you 
may have heard/* 

"It's n s Well-sounding name/' remarked:

"Yes, the nam© w^as all right, hut it was 
not n trade union and was alwmys In hot 
water with iho real trades. The rignr 


Makers*, for instance, got into a row with 
them over the union label and boycotted 
ail eigam with any label except their own. 
This row was the big opportunity of a 
young^ fellow In the Cigar Maker*’ nnmt?d 
Sam Gompers, and he went out among the 
other trades and talked to them alrnut 
forming a central organization, lie suc- 
ceeded, and what they called it was the 
American Federation of Labor which pul 
the Knights of Labor out of business." 

"When did the Electrical Workers or- 
ganize?" the hoy asked eagerly, 

"You want to realizo, young fellow, thnf 
this is practically o new trade, just like I 
told you before," said the sage, severely 
"Well, it was this way: In 1890 there was n 
big display of the electrical wonders of the 
age, in St, Louis, and a bunch of linemen 
and wiremon came from all over to wire 
the displays. They got to jnwing, as men 
wML about the fierce times they bad in 
their trade and decided something bad got 
to bo did to improve conditions. The A. P. 
of L. very conveniently sent an organiser 
to Sl Louis and first thing you know they 
had a charter and Local No, 1 was organ- 
ized. 

**Of course when the exposition was fin> 
ished tbo electHdana most of them went 
their way, but Henry Miller, president of 
the Sl I.rf»uls local, determined to organ rxv 
the whole clrctrical trade. Now there wa:; 
3 man that wasn’t afraid of a hard joh, for 
he took hi8 own savings and went out on 
a campaiirn and formed locaU at EvanivlUe, 
Louisville, Indianapolis, Chicago and Mil- 
waukee and there were also unions estab- 
lished at New Orleans, Toledo, Pittsburgh, 
Cincinnati and Duluth. So in 1891 they 
held the first national convention in SL 
Louis with only 10 delegates to attend hut 
they were all full of determination and 
courage, Henry Miller was elected first 
Grand President, as he deserved. And by 
the next year there were 24 locals organised. 

"Well, naturally they had their ups and 
downs, a depression mode things hard for 
a time, hut they kept on, and W'hen in U810 
thtf. Drotheihood took in a local of Cana- 
dian electrical workers we got our tlSU' 
of the International Brotherhood. 

"In 1903 they put the Grand President, 
who formerly had supported himself by 
his trade, on a full time salary and from 
that time things boomed for the Brcither- 
hood. In two years the membership 
doubled. 

"I don’t know if youVe interested in 
females, luil in 1912 ive began organizing 
Ihe teiepliuhe girls, and some rare timc.s 
they did have with strikes and so on. 

"There wax merry time* during the war 
when the government ran the rsiiro.ida and 
everybody w-aa wolcomed to join the 
unions, and hot times after the war when 
enijiliiycrn tried to reguin the open shttji 
and many a fellow found he had to drop 
his union card or loj© hit job. We're un 
Uie boom now, hoy, and don't you forget 
it. MemberKhlp k going up and tho w.:»ge 
raises we’ve won through our orgnniziit lOn 
in the jumt few years are something to 
cheer the heart. And so it will be, good 
times m long as we wireputHiers sUrk 
together."

My work did not carry me into it, 
but I just feel It ii Incumbent upon mo 
to Bay somethin for the men who helped 
run to the big job, because nobody knows 
liwtter than I, what they did, for no ono 
wiiB in closer contact with every one on the 
job than I wiiSh That was my liusineBif. 

The fi olden Kule 

And I think that as a builder, as an 
employer of labor, tbnt a lot of the trouble 
which some people aeeni to encounter with 
the workmen, through their uniona, could 
be a%*oidcd if the whole game were played 
atiovc the hoard and according to, not 
Hoyle, but that Golden Rule of "Do'mif 
unto others as you would have them do 
unto you.^ 

I have spent many, many years both 
supervising and employing men of this 
kind» and out of all my experience I And 
that the way to get a square deal from 
the union working-man Is to ^ve him a 
square deal— in other words, wh^ his r jle 
book calls for double time on Sundays, pay 
him double time, and don't quibble about 
it. 

Don't try to get a laboring man to do a 
crMftsmHii'a job. From time immemoriwU 
these grades in tho crnftB have existed. The 
mnisonB tell us thiit they existed nl the time 
of the building of King Solomon's temple — 
when fi man was either an entered appren* 
ticc, a fellow-craft, or a master mamon — 
and in those days you could do more put 
an apprentice into a master mason's job 
than you could put a helper into a master 
rnrpenter's job today. 

The New Trad II ion 

The way labor comes to us in this coun* 
try i« difFercnt from the way in which labor 
came to the employer in any other civilixa- 
tioti which ha4j ever existed. 

Formerly, labor was recruited from one 
«r, at moat, a few racial straiiis, with cer- 
tain traditions, ami these traditions 
respected liecause they were traditions. * 

Now with us, we have our workmen com- 
ing from every racial strain in the world, 
and Chicago — of any city in the world— la 
a melting pot. The only tradition which 
these men know ns to their work is the 
new tradition, which they gel in their 
union rule bmik. 

They come hi* re Lu us prepared to forgifl 
the methods and the eiihdi lions under which 
they worked in o*ber covin tries. They come 
here to learn froiii their American-born 
fellow craftsmen how it is done here. There- 
fore, they are all the mure anxious to live 
up to the letter of the law on their side. 

Now, to show them lits sincerity and 
honesty, and to obtain that respoci which 
must €xii»t between the workmen bthI thoir 
employer, the employer must give visible 
and tangible evidence that he also ia ready 
to live up to the letter of the law,

eulatinp, nnalyilt'iil standpoint of an mn 
pini-er and politieft and oratory he 
fo rpotten. 

An old eon tr art or friend of mine, who 
stjirleil hy rarrylnp ii hod on the shoulder 
when ht eamt- here from the old country, 
iind wlio has n favorite hrildl of damning 
and eURsinp the workmen of todayi says; 

"When 1 pushed n wheel barrow arnl 
carried a Euid, I pot a dollar and a half 
a day. and worked ten hourm for it. hftiw„ 
1 am payinp Nt Ven -twenty for cipht hourN 
to ft common Taliorer." 

That listens, tui the surface, like an i ta- 
me ru^e inereasu- but think for a minute. 

In the hfst jilace, the dollar has not ths 
.-vftirie purrhanlnp power that It had flee n 
or twenty yenrs apo. 

In the sceonil place, our American ingenu- 
ity has provided mAchiiiery and dcvicoB 
which enable one mini to do n lot more 
work. 

The Happ3-MAn 

Take the biboriap man on Wacker Drive 
ojie of the bays who push a concreli- 
buppy. A eofu-n-te buppy, II Med with con- 
crete, weighs exactly one ihousand pouncls, 
Including the Emppy. The man hms to push 
this huppy nix teen miles in an eipht-hour 
day, eipht of which miles the buppy is 
loaded, and eight of whieh it Is return hip 
empty, Por this, he pets 
And he i« rLctually hnndlinp four tlntes 
HS much roncri'lM ns the uld-ffishioned fi-l- 
low with the wheel-barrow. 

Tnlklnp nf work, did you. gentle rendi-r, 
ever push a buppy ful of concrete a mile, 
or two miles, or three miles? 

If you are n "wEiito call nr'* man, and 
fipured you wanted to earn 17.20 hy push- 
inp this buppy backward niul forward fur 
an eipht -hour day, to be able to do it, you 
would have to po to ii pymrmshsm and 
enter Into intensive tralninp for about three 
weeks and afler that, you aiipht he able 
to stand three days of this kind of wiuk. 

Majdie the fellow who Is pushinp that 
buppy Is a **Wop** or a **Uurtkie’* or a 
''i^^b>ok'' or a colnrod man, buf, accord! ap 
to our Anil- ri can sclinme nf (hinps. we tire 


trying to live up to the Biblical sliitement 
that “The laborer is worthy of hia hire*” 
and we are tryinp to have these people 
accept and adopt our American ni at, hods of 
living, to let them have a nice* riont* com- 
fortahli! home* with a little money to edu- 
cate their children— perhaps* a little sur- 
plus to huy a flivver. 

We expect them, when they appear on 
our streets* to dresa decently. Wo ask 
their contributtons to our charitk-s. We 
expect them to poLronize our stores and 
buy our merchandise, to go to our theatres 
and pay a fair price. To earn the where- 
withal to do this in a rather modest way, 
they have to push a concrete buggy eipht 
hours a day. 

The Oilier Men, Tix> 

This is only an instance, in which the 
work of i\ concrete man is cited. The exca- 
vators* caisson dippers, carpenter helpers, 
and other laborers work equally as hard. 

The carpenter helper will carry a 6 x fl 
tiiiiWr* 12 feet lonp, oa his sKoulder. This 
timber contains 3U feet board nieBsurc, and 
weighs 140 pounds. He will tote timbers 
like this nil day long, for distances of a 
block at u. Lime* using a pad on htu uhouldcr 
to keep the skin from wearinp off. 

Then, there is the caisson dipper. This 
man petH $9.40 a day for eipht hours' work. 
He dips down into the ground in n small 
hole 4 feet in diameter. In the eight hours 
he will dtp stiff, sticky clay 25 feet deep, 
shovel it into a bucket to be hoisted out, 
and the total quantity handled by him is 
Ifi cubic yards. I do not believe that the 
fivcmgc man could dig two cubic yards in 
an eight hour day.

ronsider the ancient and honorahlc guild 
of the imrpenter* that memorable and his- 
toric craft. Did you ever try to l>uild a 
chicken coop? And then, if you finally 
succcciled in getting a building* a lobsided, 
wobbly affair — that the chickens despised 
and you were proud of — because your wife 
told you ii would do — ^did you ever try 
to build a little shed as an addition to 
your liouHC? 

It takes craftsmanship to make a carpea 
ter, and the first four years of apprentice- 
ship only put him In a position so he can 
go on from there and begin to learn hia 
tfadt» — just the same us the civil engineer, 
whose college training only teaches him 
where to find the Information and how to 
utilize It when he does find it. When he 
leaves school* be only then begins to learn 
his profession. 

Look ut the octagonal capitals on the 
columns which support Wackcr Drive. The 
carpenter work on the forms for these 
capitals was as intricate and fine n piece 
of craftsmanship as anything that is the 
pride of the cabinet maker*® art. 

The man who enuJd stand up there with 
his saw and hammer and chisel and some 
wood, and make that form so that it fitted 
iiigiHlier* so that It was exact, correctly 
proportlonDd, and so that the concrete for 
that important capital would be properly 
moulded, was a crafts man whoso work you 
would enjE^y watching iind you would reab 


ize* when you had ivatchcd him make one 
of these forma* that It had taken him 
j:ears to learn how to da it* 

A man who put,® in os many years as that 
on Ills work deaervett a compensation that 
will pay him for what he knows as well ns 
for that which ho docs. 

The way carpenters work now* they have 
power aawH and other labor-saving devicet, 
ao they are able to handle, actually, more 
carpenter work than Ihe old-CaHhicmed 
carpenter. 

The nilicr Angie 

Now, let uf consider the other angle of 
the situation. What difference doe® it make 
to the contractor what tho price of labor 
i«, so long US all contractors are on the 
same basis? 

The contractor who knows his business 
asks for no unfair iidvu.nl ages. All he 
wants iH to he on the same bfisU in making 
lux hill that tho other contractors are on. 

if the cost of labor and the cost of 
tnaieriala arc fixed quantities* then each 
and every eontrarior bidding on the job 
atartfl "from scratch,*’ 

It is tho unfair contractor or the one who 
cannot compete with the compcicnl roa- 
irnrtor, who asks the unfair advantage of 
letting the other fellow figure a high price 
for labor nnd himself figure a lower price, 
which makes the enfit nf his work to hfm 
IcflS and gives him llinl advantage in going 
In with hit hid. 

But* in the end* cheap InEjor* like cheap 
tin>*th ing cbe* is dearest. My old father 
told au' that in Ireland they had an old 
saying which referred to the “cheap .lacka” 
who used to go around to Ihe fairs seU- 
ing junk to the pcnsniits. Translated into 
Rngllsh from his fine mellitluent Uaelic, the 
old Miiying liit “rhoap Jack* a dear market,*' 

OneralNhip 

Kipling always wrolo his songs about the 
man in the ranks* heenuae he sensed that 
he wfts the fellow who eventually won 
the battle. One of our great American 
generals stated that, ‘The battle is always 
won by the man with ilio bayonet,** Hut, 
of course, it needs generalship also* even 
with good men In the ranks. 

Con siller the bereulean iaxk of moving 
the whole produce market of Chicago, where 
every day enough actual imople poured into 
\i populate a fair size town* and where 
D*' hdil trucks and horxos and motor 
trucks and places of hiisiness — all of them* 
lock* stock, and barrel* to another scciiion 
of the city, and providing for them. 

Then* an they were moved out of one 
section, lEie man witli thi* pick ax* and the 
sUmm hIuivi'I, and thu saw and the hammer* 
and tho concrete mixer* and the buggy* 
nnd all ihe rest of the buiidtrig army moved 
in and took possesajon. 

It needed a great general, indeed, to co*

It took as much Uiought and akill and 
planning and foresight to handle this Job 
as it took to handle a division of the Amer- 
ican Army in France.

Hant strategy would not have amounted 
to two whoops* ami the GormunM would 
liave “clcnrteEr* him.

move over the road bed. It it hardly be- 
lievable, and aotnotimos I think that t shall 
woke up and flind myaelf ag’oin down in the 
mt]d, feelinir tny wuy throujch the forma, 
or freoainir at midni|cht with rrewa of men 
who work oJt day and half the night — 
another nngh that the mnn who cluims the 
lohnrer i;; overpaid, has over looked. 

A$ ! vUm past the* ornamental balustrade* 
and pylomi* I often think that it is a pity 
that we, in mir generation of liuiNer.% have 
not some wny In whieh the workman could 
put hi? mark irolividunlly here and there 
tm the stonework or concrete, like the 
liuililors of iho old catheil rain, when they 
put funny fares on their gargoyles, some- 
times their own faces ami sometimes carica- 
lures of their friends -a pleasant joke and 
an artistic necompilihment. If you wilt 

Hut this is the generation of collective 
effort, and the man who atood in the mud 
nnd labored in the cold ami the wyt and in 
the heat, ihe nmn in Ihe ranks of the army 
who huill tVnrker l>rivc, ha# left a col- 
lective monument In its strength and In Its 
beauty, of which his rhililren and grand- 
children oml great grandchildren — among 
whom, perhaps, will he numbered *iomc of 
our leading citlaens— can bo proud. 

There is no doubt but that this great 
hrfcvo will go down in the history of Chi- 
cago a> a monument not only to the men 
who planned it but to the w'orker?^ who 
built it.

clfing some control over the amount* which 
the bunks lend« the speculative purchase of 
goods can he limited. Some inch control, it 
U hoped, can he establlRheil through the 
PHerul I{e.ti*r\'c system. 

Labor C oncer ril'd With SaUi>n*i!i Policies 

All of this, it is conceded, ^eems remotely 
related to wage»^ hours, working conditions, 
and the other matter* which have custo- 
marily been of most concern to W’age earners. 
Hut it inuKt he remembered that nil of this 
is most rloKely related to the problem of 
further stnlullring the building industry and 
thill, therefore, it is intimately relate<l to 
wages, houni, and working cojiditlons. The 
roncluslon which wrems inevitably to follow^ 
ii that wage earners are cemcemed with the 
gen era I e*^onomle policies of the country no 
less than are business men and that they 
ahould ^how ai much interest In Ihose poli- 
cies and make as much of an effort to In 
fluence I hem ns do business men. 

But aithrvugh nothing short of general con- 
trol over the business cycle will achieve sta- 
bitixation of the building trudes, and 
although every method of controlling the 
business cyek* is important to the construc- 
tion industry, there is one method which is 
of extraordinary interest to hutlding trades 
workers birause it involves giving them 
more work when more work Is most needed. 
This is the method of reducing the severity 
of induRtrinI depressions by expanding dur- 
ing such times the construction of public 
works. About a bilHon dollars a year, or 
line-fourth of the outlny for new ciinstruc- 
tion, h apent utioii tiuhlic works. A sub- 
stantial increase in this amount during years 
of tlepreasldn would greatly incrmiBC? employ- 
ment in lilt* building trades at precisely the 
lime when more %vork is moat welcome, 
Kurtheriiiore, it would probably cause some 
private enliTprlses tii mlopl the plan of do- 
ing HR much new construction In periods of 
depression ns possible. 


Time To Begin In Now 

The expansion of public building during 
periods of depressions, however, must bo ar- 
ranged for In advance. In 1&21, when Presi- 
dent Harding asked the dcpartmenle of the 
government to relieve unemployment by 
pushing forward the conitruction of public 
works, not a great deal happened. In. some 
cases the plans and specincaLions for con- 
templated work were not ready. Tn others 
the money had not been appropriated and In 
many cases there were neither plana nor 
funda. The preaidentV appeal to the cities 
was not much more •uccesaful. One hu mired 
and twenty-five eitlos expanded their public 
works as never liefore. To finance this 
work they sold twice the quantity of bo n da 
in ID21 ns in any previous year. Riif fkc 
immcifiirfc crpciufifMrca /or wcw' corrafrt^cNou 
were /nr fraa thttn Ihe hattd mlett because In 
many cases the plans and apedfientiona were 
not ready and bids requesttHl until long after 
the hoods had been marketed. Tn other 
words, if govern men tut bodies are promptly 
to expand the conatrucUon of public works 
whenever depression wciira, pro vision must 
he made for having plana and apecificntlons 
ready several years in advance and the money 
mitst also be appropriated In advance subjei't 
to the stipulation that (he rate of expcmll* 
tore Bhall he governed by genernl business 
conditions. 

All of this, of course* rei|uirea special leg- 
islative action. The preparation of plans 
and specifications, for example* Involver ex- 
pense nnd can be done only w‘hen the needed 
funds ha%’v been appropriated. Few public 
bodies, however, have taken the necessary 
tegislalivc action. Among the states only 
IVnnsylvania, raUfornia, Wisconsin, ami 
MasoachusetU require state departmenis to 
make special plans for the extension of pub- 


lic works during period* of industrial de- 
pression. In 1023, aa the rcaulfc of a letter 
from Secretary Hoover to President Ifarding 
adrising a curtailment of government con- 
struction during the building boom, no new 
work was begun by the Federal Government 
which could be postponed. But most cities 
or states made no effort to postpone new 
building, even when it was not immediately 
needed. For exAmple, more municipal bonds 
were iold in 102a than in 1021 and more 
in 1921 than in 1023. 

All of this makes it appear reasonahly 
certain that the next industrial ilepresaion 
will find our states and cities scnrcoly better 
able to extend relief in the form of expanded 
public construction than they have been in 
the past. We shall meet the same situation 
that we have faced so oflcn in the past— 
plenty of useful public building which tmffht 
he done, but no plans or spocificatlons ready 
and no money iipproprfatcd. Thousands of 
men who might be working wdll walk the 
streets hrca«»»f hi times of prosperity no onr 
Aad thfi for^thuught fo prepare fat depre#- 
xfow. Here then is an opportunity for the 
labor organisations in the building trade<r to 
help themselves while at the Rame time mak- 
ing a substantin) contribution toward con- 
trolling the business cycle. Their influence 
in many cities or states is *o strong that 
were they insistently to demand that the 
city council or the legislature make provision 
for the forwanl planning of public ivork, 
the demand would be difficult to retiiit. But 
if the building trades unions themselves arc 
not sufRcienliy interested in the elimination 
of job famines from the construction indus* 
try to insist that public construction work 
he planneii far ahead, why should the state 
legislature* or city councils do anything 
about it?

when it ctttne to bnri^niniiig with the em- 
ployers for condillons^ It could Bcc«pt 
what tho rmployera were wilUng to ffive, 
but it could not li«ht or strike for 
more. Some workem who have lived under 
the company union nay they would rather 
hove no union at all. The hypoerlay of the 
company union is only one of its attrlhutes. 

Tho entployers respect atronir unions. 
They laugh at weak ones* They laugh up 
their ileovcB at Ihoir creations — the eom- 
imny union — for they know» ;ierKaps bettor 
than the workers, just what wonderful labor 
cheaters these ‘*Boss built unions"’ arc. 

In pointing out the defects of the com- 
pany union the Itussoll Sage Foundation 
after a survey of the Uockefeller "plan" 
at the Colorado Fuel luul Iron Co. wrote: 
"Under the industrial representation plan 
the workers have neither an organ Nation 
nor a trousury*” Neither have they the 
right to Beioct represonUtives of their own 
choosing to apeak for them in tho joint 
conferoncei. While the company can use 
Rockefeller money to hire iawyerfl* labor 
managers and staiiitlciant the workori^ 
must choose some ono inside the work* to 
handle all the difRcult huslnesi of bargain- 
ing and nogotiatfon* There is hence no 
equality in any sense of the word and the 
workers are simply delivered into the 
hands of the company experts. As a repre- 
sentative so selected knows if ho properly 
represents the workers ho must get another 
job. 

The company union constitutes a fiorious 
menace to American labor. The more unity 
ibere la In American tabor the less serious 
will be this menace. Job monopoly unions, 
narrow oelflih labof unionism will lay open 
the field for the company union* On the 
other hand a broadminded appreciation of 
the necessity for complete organisation 
among the workers will create an ofToctive 
wall against the cumpany union. 

Workers who are barred by various re-* 
fttrictions from entering real unions cannot 
be blamed if they fall for the employees 
bunk and crawl into the fold of company 
unionism* The answer to tbo company 
union men are must ho Uio breaking down 
of nil these artificial barriers where they 
esdst find make the trade union movement 
a fighting weapon lo eoinlmt the power of 
the corjinrationa. The corporations are 
strengthening their ranks. The unions 
must do the anrac- Then they will have no 
fear of the employe Fa tricks and the other 
insidious bland! ah ments of the company 
union offensive*

Two Thousand War Old Error 

In thin modem eceptlcnl age when nothing 
is taken unquestioned, it is difficult to under- 
stand how or why Arlatotle*s unverified as- 
sertion that two unequal massos will fall 
with uno({uaL vclodtioi was accepted as true, 
Mevertheleaa, for two thousand ycors no one 
dared submit the affirmation to the physiciat*s 
test, U remained for GaBleo to challenge 
tho authorities by dropping two unequal 
musses from the leaning tower of Pisa and 
thus to shatter forever the authority of the 
pure dialectician and to enthrone in the place 
of authority the experimentalist, Ho, not to 
enthrone, but merely to give rebirth to the 
ficientinc method which had been in eclipse 
Bince tho time of Archimedes. 

Wna Galileo hulled as the chscovereT of a 
new truth and a new method of testing truth 
which ultimately would transform modes of 
life Uke the Promethean Eirof Far from it, 
but like Promethcui he was accuBed of chal- 
lenging the gods and for this effrontery he 
to prison must go. Men observing the rim- 
uttaneous fall of the two bodies refused the 
evidence of their own eyeo, for did not the 
fathers teach that a heavy body falls faster 
than a light body. Galileo's experiment 
merely confirmed the opinion that he was in 
league with the powers of darkness. Like 
many moderns, the fathers feared to submit 
their rock of ages to the chemic teat. For 
daring to question nature and to Interpret 
her answer, Galileo like Prometheus had to 
expiate his heavenward aspirations In dur- 
ance vile, and likewise his retesse was as- 
sured If only he would accept the ancient 
authority. Lacking the godlike nature of 
Prometheus, the pain inflicted by the vuU 
tore wan more than the seventy year old 
man could bear so he temporarily yielded. 

Out no one knew belter than ho, however, 
that he had given to man a new tool, a new 
technique for the reveal me nt of nature's 
secrets to man. Ho matter if the reaction- 
aries were temporarily victorious, they mil 


delay but they could not atop the forward 
march of ideTice.

The extension of redio to mftf have 

the unexpected roBult of isststin^ the u«a 
by man of one of the world^a irreatcBt Idle 
sources of cheap power, the power of the 
wind. 61odem radio receWers rerfulrc con* 
siderabk amouiits of elcclrlcityt more than 
enu tu' suppUed conveniently or cheaply 
from chemical batterlem. In eities and 
towns the radio fans make use of the or* 
dinary eiirrent supply. Where no electric 
current is avanabte, at on isolated farms, 


radio Is umleir a sevufo handicap. Wind 
powcct like that which was once much used 
in windmills for pumping' water, has often 
been suggested to charge stornge balterios 
for such isolated radio receivers but de* 
vetopment has been retarded by the lack of 
suitable wlndmlHt and dynamos and by 
uncvrUloUes about the amount of wind 
available. During tbe past two years sue* 
coasful wind-dflvcn electric plants large 
enough for radio use or even for house 
lighting have h«en couMtructed in Franco 
and ICngland. In the United States the 
engineers of the University of Nebraska 


Imve made similar tests. The uncertainty 
about the wind has now been studied by 
Mr, P, C. Day, of the United States Weather 
Bureau station at Lincoln^ Nebraska, where 
the university Is located. A wind velocity 
uf at least ten miles an hour is necessary 
for charging storage batteries and Mr. Day 
tinds that this velocity Is available for at 
least 6 VO hours a day on threo-fourths of 
the days of a year. This is believed to be 
sufficient to justify practical use of wind 
power for radio and for household electric 
supply where power-house service Is not 
available-

T he Monroe doctrine does not assert or 
imply or involve any right on the part 
of the United States to impair or con- 
trol the independent sovereignty of any Amer- 
ican state. In the lives of nations as of individ- 
uals there are many rights unquestioned and 
universally conceded. The assertion of any 
particular right must be considered not as ex- 
cluding all others, but as coincident with all 
others which are not inconsistent. The funda- 

I 

mental principle of international law is the 
principle of independent sovereignty. Upon 
that all other rules of international law rest. 
'I’hat is the chief and necessary protection of 
the weak against the power of the strong. 
Observance of that is the necessary condition 
to the peace and order of the civilized world. 
By the declaration of that principle the com- 
mon judgment of civilization awards to the 
smallest and weakest state the liberty to con- 
trol its own affairs without interference from 
any other power, however great. • 

The Monroe doctrine does not infringe 
upon that right. It asserts the right. The dec- 
laration of Monroe was that the rights and 
interests of the United States were involved in 
maintaining a condition, and the condition to 
be maintained was the independence of all the 
American countries.— Elihu Root.
